The generous friendsof the university, 
as-everybody knows who has read the accounts 
of the way in which the splendid property of 
the institution was piled up, somehow omitted 
jn their gifts all mention of an observatory. .

Schools for special study and investigation 
more complete than those possessed by other 
universities were established, but. nobody arose 
to give an impetus to the establishment 
of an astronomical school of a character in 
keeping with the broad plan of the university. 
The institution had funds upon which it could 
draw, but they were not large enough to build 
and equip what was wanted. Where was the 
money to come from? 

An incident suggested that.Mr. Yerkes 
might tell. President Harper visited him on 
his return from Europe and laid the plans 
beforehim. It would take a good deal of 
money, he said, to procure what was wanted. 
It wasdesirable that the scope of the astro- 
nomical department should be as wide as that 
of the university’s other branches. A great 
telescope was.necessary to insure this result 
as well as an observatory fitted with every in- 
strument for which there was use in studying 
the firmament. It could not be said what the 
cost would be. 

“I'll Pay the Bill.” 

“Then go ahead and find out,” said Mr. 
Yerkes. “Build the finest and largest tel- 
escope in the world and get every adjunct 
needed to make the observatory the most com- 
plete anywhere. I’ll pay the bill.”’ 7

Another astronomer figured out that 4 glass 
of forty-five inches, such as it was said would 
perhaps be used, would: bear -a magnifying 
power of 3,000 diameters. This would bring 
the moon to an apparent distance of about 100 
miles, or even fewsr, from the earth. An ob- 
ject to be recognized on that dead planet 
would have to be forty yards in diameter. 
The Lick telescope used at its full magnifying 
power makes an object of sixty yards in 


‘diameter visible on the moon. 


“It will be large enough, as I have said, 
to secure original research,” said Prof. Hale. 

We have already decided to establish four 
departments in the observatory with an 
astronomer in charge of each. Solar study 
has never been nade prominent. We propose 
to enter that field of investigation. An instru- 
ment has been devised to work in connection 
with the study, which will operate automatic- 
ally and take a photograph of the 
sun every five minutes for twelve hours. 
Another department will be known as stellar 
Rpectroscopy. Special apparatus will be used 
‘in this algo. General observations will cover 
the work of the third department. We shall 
possess unequaled facilities-for carrying on 
in this branch the search for double stars and 
Investigation of planetary nebula. The 
fourth department will be devoted to deter- 
mining the position of the stars and variations 
in latitude and various other ‘technical, stud- 
ies, all of which can be pursued with great ad- 
vantage by our unequaled facilities.” 

Prof. Hale described the observatory to be 
erected. It would contain, he said, several 
telescopes besides the large ones. There 
would be two of twelve inches and others 
smaller, as well as every variety of instru- 
ment known and needed in the exploration of 
the firmament. He gave some figures of the 
cost of it ail. 

Estimates of Some of the Cost. 

“The glasses,”’ said he, “will cost between 
$55,000 and $65,000. The mounting will reach 
probanply $60,000. The dome will cost $50,000, 
and to this sum must be added the cost of the 
observatory equipment. I cannot tell what 
the aggregate may be.”’ 

The observatory, Prof. Hale said, would be 
in operation in a year, though perhaps the 
great telescope would not be. It would prob- 
ably be riounted by the same concern which 
set up the Lick glass.» It would require three 
years and perhaps longerto grind the lens 
from the rough. Alvan Clark & Sons of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., are the most famous makers of 
large lenses in the world, and Alvan K. Clark 
of the tirm has already been in consultation 
with the university authorities. 

The Lick telescope, now the most famous 
refractor in the world, was a gift to the uni- 
versity of that name by the founder, an im- 
mensely wealthy California pioneer. Three 
years were required to finish the disk, which 
was transported across the continent and up 
Mount Hamilton packed in many layers of 
the softest wool, which in -turn was 
bound in other material. -The  tele- 
scope was placed in position in 1887. 
There are three ‘permanent finders attached 
to the Lick telescope. ‘A third crown lens of 
thirty-three itiches clear aperture is mounted 
in front of the visual objective. This is, used 
for photographic work. Its application short- 
ens the focal length of the telescope by ten 
feet, but the necessary adjustments are pro- 
vided for this. Seven operations can be_ per- 
formed by an observer at the eye and nine by 
an assistant in either side of the balcony. 
The theoretical magnifying power of the Lick 
instrument is 2,000 diameters. 

Best Atmospheres Necessary. 

The best conditions of the utmosphere are 
requisite to enable astronomers to utilize the 
full magnifying power of a great telescope. 
While Mars was in opposition recently it is 
said that the observers at the Lick telescope 
were forced to make most of their observa- 
tions with 350 diameters and some with 260. 
Occasionally a power of 1,000 diameters has 
been used in studying Jupiter and Saturn. The 
dome covering this great instrument is seven- 
ty feet in diameter and the floor can be raised 
a distance of sixteen and one-half feet by 
hydraulic rams. The visual objective cost 
$52,000, the photographic corrector $13,000, 
the mounting was furnished for $42,000, and 
the dome and movable floor were put in place 
for $73,300. | 

The two next largest refracting telescopes at 
present are at Pulkowa and Nice. Each has 
an object-glass thirty inches in diameter. The 
glass at Greenwich observatory has a lense of 
twenty-eigth inches. Two other telescopes 


| in Europe have lenses of twenty-seven inches. 


The McCormick University and the govern- 
ment observatory at Washington have each 
twenty-six-inch glasses. Princeton has one of 
twenty-three inches. A list of great refractors 
shows there are altogether thirty-eight tele- 
scopes in the world the diameter of whose 
lenses range between twelve and eighteen and 
one-half inches. The last mentioned is the 
telescope built for the old Chicago University, 
which after the demolition of that structure 
was moved to Evanston. Splendid additions 
to man’s knowledge of the stars were made 
by this giass. 

The largest reflecting telescope was con- 
structed by Lord Rosse in 1844. It has a 
fliameter ot seventy-two inches, Bessemer 
built another reflector witha fifty and one-quar- 
ter-inch opening in London. There are sev- 
eral in existence with forty-eight-inch open- 
ings. Lord Rosse’s great glass is out of use 
because of the great difficulty in maintaining 
a perfect surface for the reflector. This is 
the defect of this class of telescopes. In 1877 
Mars passed over the Southern sky at a point 
which created the best conditions for observ- 
ing him. With their forty-eight-inch reflect- 
ing instrument the Meibourne observers were 
not able to see the moons of Mars, which were 
discovered through the twenty-six-inch re- 
fractor at Washington under conditions far 
less favorable.

Mr. Schieischer is a capa- 
ble business-man fully acquainted with the 
Nez Perces Indians and much interested in 
the speedy opening of the reservation. It is 
one of the richest reservations in Idaho and 
will result in the cultivation of valuable acres.

GENTLEMEN'S SOOIAL UNION ENTER- 
TAINS OOLLEGE FAOULTY. 


It Invites Many Representative Citizens to 
the Hyde Park Hotel and Has a Ban- 
quet—Responses Given to the Toasts— 
The Speakers of the Evening—Profes- 

gors of the New Institution Made to 

Feel That They Haven’t Forsaken All 
in Coming West—List of Those Present. 

Socially the faculty of the University of Chi- 
cago was introduced last night at a banquet 
given by the Gentleinen’s Social Union of the 
Hyde Park Presbyterian Church. The union 
has given six annual banquets, but never be- 
fore has it entertained so distinguished acom- 
pany as it did at the Hyde Park Hotel last 
night. Two hundred and hfty guests were 
present, among whom were ninety miembers 
of the university faculty. 

Hyde Park’s citizens, and their guests from 
all over the city shook hands with their new 
neighbors, the members. of the new faculty, 
in the hotel rotunda for an hour before the 
doors of the banquet hall were opened. The 
future of a great university that has arisen in so 
short'a time furnished a theme for interesting 
conversations. Silvery-haired men of learn- 
ing and business-men were mingled in a way, 
typifying the elements that have made the 
university a success, The Hyde Park Social 
Union proved itself a royal entertainer, and 
the new university appeered as becomingly in 
its social capacity as it has in its educational 
aspects. It was a declaration that the uni- 
versity is in Chicago’s midst.

After the dinner David J. Lindsay, Presi- 
dent of the Social Union, delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. He sani: 

As the President of this’Social Union it has fall- 
en to my happy lot to voice its eordial welcome 
to each and all assembied. To those with us for 
the first time we would say that nothing gives us 
greater pleasure than the pleasure of sharing our 
morsel with our friends. ; 

To our special guests, consisting of President 
Harper and the remainder of the faculty of the 
University of Chicago, whom it is our delight to 
know. I have only to say that none realize more 
keenly than ourselves the honor you have con- 
ferred -upon us in not only according to us the 
pleasure of your acquaintance, but also 
the gratification of learning from you 
of the noble work you have _ undertaken, 
which we regard of vital 
ourselyes. While seemingly we have enticed you 
here, with the promise of a meal, as the angler 
does the fish he craves for food, you must not 
suppose that we regard your craving stomachs 
above your real selves, but rather that our cray- 
ing for acquaintance with you has impelled us to 
decoy you, that our minds and hearts might be 
nourished with the crumbs of thought you 
prodigally drop wherever you dine, and that you 
can so well spare without lessening your supply. 
We acknowledge also another tinge of selfishness 
in alluring you here, knowing that your coming 
would give us the long wished for opportunity of 
vindicating our city’s honor for the stigma so often 
applied to the great metropolis of which this 
community is no mean part, that Chicago appre- 
ciates only that which may be measured by dollars 
and cents: This occasion gives us the argument 
to refute. 

Our Common Emblem, 

But those who are here tonight are not only our 
honored guests, but they have come to reside in 
our midst.

This gathering tonight testifies that 
Christianity stands for education. We 
welcome all your study and in- 
vestigation. The churches take you by 
the hand and welcome you to the fellowship 
of our ministry. I can say for the churches 
of Hyde Park that we welcome you tw the 
work of uplifting humanity mentally, mor- 
ally, and physically.” 
President Harper’s Remarks. 


In substance President Harper said: 

o those kind hearts that have extended to us 
these courtesies we are profoundly thankful. We 
are strangers not only to you bat many of us are 
strangers toeach other. We are indebted to you for 
this our first social meeting. We have reached 
these heights through trials. At times the bur- 
den has not beenalightone. The day of heavy 
burdens has passed. When a week ago 100 of us 
were enabled to come together as a faculty 
aud begin the work I assure you a heavy burden 
was rolled away from my shoulders. Hitherto in 
meetings like this it has devolved upon me to rep- 
resent the university. Tonight we have the privi- 
lege of listening to others of the faculty. There is 
little to say that is new. You know that 600 stu- 
dents assembled last week. You know that out of 
that number 150 were post graduates. They 
have come in from all _— colleges and 
from ihearly every State in the Union. 
It was for graduates and not for undergraduates, 
that the university was mainly founded. The 
graduate class is larger than the freshman class. 
I need not tell you that hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are yet needed 
to complete the work. In this work weasa 
faculty and asacity all have common interests. 
The members of the faculty have come 
from nearly every country—England, Ger- 
many, France, and Japan. They rep- 
resent nearly every creed. But there 
is not one among them who has not come with 
the purpose of aiding in uplifting humanity, We 
shall feel at home from this nignt on.

TRYING TO INCITE ANOTHER OUTBREAK. 


Leaders in the Trouble Two Years Ago 
Working on Cherry Creek Indians. 

Farao, N. D., Oct. 11.—[Special. }—James 
Cavanaugh, an Indian trader on Cheyenne 
River, says that many of the old leaders of 
the Indian outbreak of two years ago are 
working among the Indiaus on Cherry Creek, 
the neighborhood where the trouble originat- 
ed, attempting to incite another outbreak. 
Their present desire is caused by the encour- 
agement given them by the government after 
their former break. When it was ended the 
Indians, many of whom owned no property 
except the ponies they rode, presented claims 
for losses, which were paid, and in addition 
their rations were increased, and they consid- 
er they were rewarded rather than punished 
for deviltry, and some of them are anxious to 
try it again, believing that another break will 
bring similar reward. The Cherry Creek In- 
dians, who were the principal ones in the 
Wounded Knee fight, however, do not take 
kindly to the idea, and the others may not 
secure enough followers to make a move. 
People along the border are excited over the 
attitude of the reds, and fear another outbreak 
as S000 a8 spring opens. 


| BRINGS SIBERIAN REINDEER TO ALASKA. 


Jackson’s Plan to Make the Natives 
Self-Supporting. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 11.—[Special. ] — 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, whose project of intro- 
ducing Siberian reindeer into Alaska has at- 
tracted some attention, came down from the 
north today on the revenue cutter Rush. In 
the last season Dr. Jackson brought over from 
Siberia 175 reindeer, and has left them at 
Point Clarence, on the Alaskan coast, in 
charge of white and native herders. Twice 
Dr. Jackson has got an appropriation for this 
purpose through the Senate, but each time 
the bill has been shelved in the House. — Last 
season’s work was made possible by Eastern 
philanthropists, who subscribed several thou- 
sand dollars. Each year the food supply of 
the Alaskan tribes grows smaller, and they 
bid fair to become charges on the United 
States. Dr. Jackson thinks that if- he can 
put 50,000 reindeer into Alaska he can make 
the natives self-supporting. He now goes to 
Washington, and will push the matter when 
Congress meets. The reindeer imported this 
season averaged in cost $5 a head. They were 
transported by the revenue cutter Bear. 


CARNEGIE’S OFFICIALS BECOME TIRED. 


Dr. 


They Deny a Report That Government Con- 
tracts Had Been,Taken Away. 

Pirrssure, Pa., Oct, 21.—[Special. ]—The 
report that contracts for government armor 
plates held by the Carnegie Steel company 
had been transferred by the naval authorities 
to the Bethlehem Iron company because of 
their non-fulfillment, owing to the Homestead 
strike, is denied by the Carnegie officials in 
this city. Vice-Chairman J. G. A. Leishman 
said: ** There is not a word of truth in the re- 
port. At the Bethlehem works only ham- 
mering and pressing of plates are done, though 
I unaerstand they are making preparations to 
Cosome rolling. In the case in question there 
was not even an exchange of work, although 
occasionally we have had some such under- 
standing with the Bethlehem people. I may 
add that our works never turned out such 
good work as last month, and it was service- 
able and satisfactory in every respect.”’ 


M. J, O}BRIEN REACHES CHATTANOOGA. 


The Absconding Treasurer of the Catholic 
Knights May Secure Bail at Once. 
Cuatranooaa, Tenn., Oct. 11.—[Special. ]-- 
M. J. O’Brien, the Supreme Treasurer.of ‘he 
Catholic Knights of America who defaulted 
in thesum of $76,000 and disappeared from 
Chattanooga in September, 1891, was arrest- 
ed in Philadelphia yesterday and reached the 
city tonight in charge of Detective Haskins of 
Cincinnati. He was taken at once to the jail 
and is occupying a cell tonight. He refuses 
to talk. No effort was made tonight toget him 
outon bond. Judge Moon has fixed the bond 
at $10,000. Tomorrow it is expected that 
O’Brien’s many friendsin the city will make 
an effort for bond. Even some of his former 
bondsmen are considered willing to put their 
names down. Itis certain fe will get bond. 
The Catholic Knights at large are merely aft- 
er the money they lost by him.

TRUE BILLS AGAINST STRIKERS AND

Grand Jury at Pittsburg Returns Indict- 
ments—Thirty-one of the Amalgamated 
Workmen and Advisory Committeemen 
of Homestead Must Stand Trial—Three 
Charges Against H. C. Frick and His 
Associates—An Attorney Who Secured 
Evidence by Means of a Feast.

The Charges of Treason, 

The indictment in the treason cases, after 
reciting the names of the defendants, sets 
forth that the defendants did feloniously and 
traitorously join and assemble:themselves to- 
gether against the said Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, and then and there with force 
of arms feloniousiy, unlawfully, falsely, and 
traitorously, and in a hostile, warlike manner 
did array and dispose themselves against the 
said Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, and did 
ordain, prepare, and levy war against the said 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania to the end that 
its Constitution, law, and authority might be 
and were defied, resisted, and subverted by 
the said the defendants and their armed allies. 

The indictment against the Carnegie officials 
in the conspiracy cases is a lengthy document, 
comprising ten typewriter pages. Among 
other things it sets forth that H, C. Frick and 
the other Carnegie officials unlawfully, falsely, 
and maliciously conspired, com bined,.confed- 
erated, and agreed together to depress, lower, 


leasen, and dimimish wages, price, and com., 


pensation of labor of persons employed by the 
Carnegie Stee] company, limited, to close up 
the steel manufactory, and to cease work: to 
convey 200 men armed with guns, revolvers, 
pistols, knives, and other weapons to over- 
come, intimidate, and frighten persons in 
the Township of Mifflin who were lately before 
employed by the Carnegie Steel company; to 
invade the township and to attack the persons 
who were then lately employed and to shoot 
off and discharge the guns against those per- 
sons. 

In regard to the fight on the morning - of 
July 6 the bill says the defendants “‘ did coun- 
sel and advise the shooting.”’ 

Entertainment of the Witnesses, 

The lawyers for the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany, limited, had a reception for their wit- 
nesses just before the treason cases were given 
for consideration to the grand jury, which, 
just having become generally known, is caus- 
ing no end of talk and criticism atnong work- 
men in this city and at Homestead. Capt. E, 
Y. Breck, whois assisting Knox & Reed, the 
general counsel for the concern, Sunday 
afternoon rented a room in the high- 
priced Anderson Hotel and_ stocked it 
with wines and liquors and the choicest of 
edibles. Then his assistants invited all of the 
witnesses in previous casea tu go to the 
spread. Particular attention was paid to the 
newspaper reporters who went through the 
seige and insurrection of Homestead and who 
were drawn in as witnesses by an agent of 
Breck to press them into attendance at the 
reception. But few were gotten into the room 
after they knew the object of the banquet. 
But the feast was well attended. 

The prosecution wanted certain testimony 
for presentment in the treason charges bear- 
ing on the rule of the Advisory cotnmittee be- 
fore the State’s soldiers took possession of the 
town. It is said that every man in the room 
was coaxed in his testimony, and under the 
satisfying feeling of a full stomach and plenty 
of wine promised to talk as he was instructed.

World. Henry VII. was a mean, penurious 
King, who preferred to let other men spend 
their money and pay a royalty for sitting on 
his coat-tails watching the nursery perform- 
ances of that young hopeful Henry VIIL. 

It is therefore out of the power of the Brit- 
ish to take ‘much part in this celebration. 
Their ships of war are not here. The Spanish 
and Italian and the French appear triumphant- 
ly on the spot as if to say to John Bull: ** You 
are a poor, dull fellow, acyway, and if your

Today is the great reunion between the 
New World and the old continental nations of 
Europe. The French properly appear upon 
the scene with a ship ef war, for they would 
no doubt have harkened to Bartholomew Co- 
lumbus much better than the Englishmen. 
When Bartholomew had quit the English 
Court and was on his way:back to Spain he 
received in France the news that his brother 
had touched the new world, and he was mag- 


nificently received by Charles VIIi., who- 


afterward threw his country away for 100 
years in the Italian wars. Soon after the 
French sent out Cartier and they found the 
St. Lawrence, and Canada ig their glory. 
While 1t has developed as a commercial na- 
tion, since its historic period, while it was 
French and sincé the death of Montcalin and 
its surrender, Canada has been like one of the 
infenor States of Australia, a fringe upon a 
fact. 

Columbus’ Genius Was the Ship. 

Toe celebrate Columbus without a maritime 
. procession would seem absurd. The ship was 
the whole genius of his performance. And 
therefore this year Genoa, Palos, New York, 

and Chicago have been made the stepping- 
stones of his career, and at each there are ex- 
hibitions. 

‘ The next step taken after Columbus to make 
the ship man’s vehicle of progress was to in- 
vent the steamboat, and, like discovery of 
America, this was a suggestion left over from 
antiquity. The Greek philosophers kne w the 
power of boiling water. The steam engine was 
e2incident with the American revolution, and 
was perfected by a Scotchman who cooled it 

. off with a condenser. With one of those en- 
gines Robert Fulton brought the steamboat to 
completeness, and it first sped away on the 
Bay of New York, and passed the whole length 
of the Hudson River to Albany and continued 
its life for some time, leaving behind it the 
mighty progeny of ships we see. Thus the 
North Jrish, De Witt Clinten, Fulton, and 
others took the new world for their field of 
marine empire. ~ , 

The first steam ferryboats in the world, ran 
upon these waters, and as they were invented 
they still are patterned much in the same 
form. The naval operations of America im- 
mediately succeeded Fulton’s steamboat, and 
he was himself an gs gpa before Congress 
for the adoption of many of his ideas. A 
navy-yard was established in an elbow of the 
East River at an early date and is still an im- 
portant navy-yard. Its dry-dock cost $2,000,- 
000, and is net excelled in the worla, be- 
ing 307 feet long by 98 feet wide, and 
the new ock is rapidly advancing, 
which will be 465 feet long by 210 feet 
wide. The naval hospital there has place for 
500 patients, and there isa mile of wharfage 
and 144 acres of land. Here in the lower part 
of New York City John Ericsson devised his 
Monitor and its turret, which revolutionized 
the naval business of the world. The im- 
mense sums of morey, amounting to proba- 
bly thousands of millions of dollars. which 
have been spent on ships of war since 1862, 
are due to the genius ot that Swede, who was 

_ brought to our waters by Commodore Stock- 
ton, after he had demonstrated to the undis- 
cerning British admiralty the superiority of 

. the screw over the paddle-wheel of Fulton. 

Manufacturing Largely Taken Up. 

New York was mainly a nmiaritime and im- 
porting city until the great civil war of 1861, 
which absorbed all our commerce which the 
English, throagh their privateers, did not de- 
stroy. The tendency of the city was already 
toward manufacturing. New England on the 
east, Pennsylvania on the south, had devel- 
oped so strongly in the direction of home 
manufactures that New York as the shipping 
point forall those produ®ts necessarily im- 
bibed the spir®. The city is now believed to 
be the greatest manufacturing city in this 
country, and perhaps in the world. Upon the 
day of this naval exhibit it is shown that the 
annual manufacturing production of New 
York is $764,000,000, an increase of almost 
$300,000,000 in ten years. 

If we consider New York the engry port of 

- the New World and look for some hakbor to 
compare it with we might take Gibraltar, 
which lies just inside the entrance of the 
Mediterranean and keeps in our suggestion the 
feat of Columbus. There is not one wharf to 
be found within the Mediterranean region. At 
Marseilles, Mataga, and one or two places 
cre Pamgee made moles to conduct shipping 
within the land. But it can be said now as in 
the time of Charles V., that with the excep‘ion 
of Port Mahone in the Balearic Islands, there 
is no safe place fora ship to tie to in the 
whole Mediterranean. 

Upon this beautiful, sunny day the exquisite 
blue waters of New York, with their gray, 
green, and brown borders, showed the worid, 
60 to speak, facing seaward, looking’ out as-if 
the three ships of Columbus were presently ex- 
pected up the bay. 

Visit to Palos Last April. 
I was at Palos last April and spent a whole 
ay upon its picturesque waters, taking a

boat, some kind of a smart steamer, upon 
which the Captain and his assistant 
were having a terrific quarrel, the 
firmament seeming to split with their oaths.

ashore. I then went up the hill which they 
were grading tothe base of the Columbus 
monument, At the top of the plateau, send- 
ing my card to the engineer of the monument, 
he sent back word that I could go through 
Rabida, I therefore traversed rooms 
which Columbus made shrines by his 
resence when he undertook to get through 
the thick heads of the monks that the world 
might be round like their heads, hearts, and 
joints. Thence I went three miles on the

back of a horse to Palos, and when I had fin- 
ished Palos and come down to its landing 
only two little boats were there of the petty 
sort, probably not built in Spain but in’En- 
giand, and nobody was upon them, and one 
other boat was ashore aground, and no stone 
nor wooden pier was to be seen to get upon 
any vessel. 
Columbus’ Departure and Return. 

When Columbus sailed from that sticky 
beach he had muddy feet and he. got 
into some little punt and was pushed off 
to his vessel,.and in that way he came back. 
Nobody gathered on the beach to see him 
and he went away amidst the wringing of 
hands and the howls of women and children, 
and he came back after he was sup d to be 
dead with nothing to receive him, like Enoch 
Arden of old. Compared to such a scene 
where they are today making a celebration 
also, and the monument of which I saw the 
base rises now to its summit in a globe and 
cross. 

How extraordinary is the scene in New York 
Bay, how populous the waters, and how in- 
numerable the flags and how exhaustless the 
wealth. : 

The great parade on the bay started at 12:30 
o'clock. Six United States ships went down 
to Gravesend Bay and anchored in two col- 
umns Monday, and the foreign men-of- war 
went along with them. There they were to 
start the procession which was to go up 
through the Narrows between Staten Island 
and Long Island, which once thundered with 
the British tattle, and clear across New York 
Bay up to Riverside Park, where is the tomb 
of Gen. Grant about, being constructed. 

The orders were given that the procession 
was to pass in three columns, the first and 
third of American vessels and the center col- 
umn of the visiting ships of war. There were 
to be 200 yards between ships. As these ves- 
sels entered the Narrows a salute of twenty- 
one guns was to be fired from the ships and 
forts in honor of the day. ‘The warships then 
were to pass between the escorting fleet, and 
the parade was to commence up the bay and 
past the city, led by the naval militia 
of New York City, with its own flag, followed 
by the director of the naval parade on the tor- 

do boat Cushing, by the Committee on 

vaval Parade, the ships of war led by the 
Philadelphia, by the commuttee of one-hun- 
dred, and an escorting fieet of two squadrons. 
In all there were to have been ten divisions. 
All vessels were ordered to anchor outside the 
limits of the channel and leave a clear way 
for the ships of war and escort. 

Ships Taking Part in the Parade. 

Commodore Henry Erben commanded our 
war vessels, and the whole naval fieet was 
made up of the Philadelphia, the Atlanta, the 
Miantonomoh, Dolphin, Vesuvius, and the 
Blake, the French flagship Arethusa, the 
Italian cruiser Bauson, and the Spanish 
cruiser Ysabel. 

After the naval parade was over the Cath- 
olic societies were to have a night march and 
expected to produce 25,000 men. This parade 
was to start at the park and follow the 
route of the school parade of 
yesterday to Washington square and be re- 
viewed at the Cathedral by Archbishop Corri-

gan and his clergy. The German-American 
singing societies were to show up 300 voices ‘at 
the Seventh Regiment Armory by night, and, 
curiously enough,to render ** Mahomet.’”’ Then 
the fireworks were to flash out from Brooklyn 
bridge, and to be American fireworks as those 
of the night before were made by English- 


en. | 
Millions Line the River Shore. 

The wonderful scene from the fleet was the 
river shore. It lookedas if the new world 
millions in their holiday dress were waiting 
for ships to emigrate. All the population, 
over 7,000,000.of human territory, seemed to 
oe sitting: by that silent river waiting for a 
ship. 

Meantime the steamships of Europe not en- 
gaged in thia living parade seemed dead to 
business’ The great City of Rome was life- 
less at its docks. The English lines looked 
ruined. No English ship of war, no English 
flag was inthis vast excursion. 
France, and Italy were present. The German 
#horal societies and bands were well apparent. 
England acted as if it loved not Columbusnor 
America. They say they did not receive no- 
tice imtime. But the propuision of this great 
celebration will long go on. Thenaval review 
was not much; the three foreign ships looked 
well, but not as well as our own, the Philadel- 
phia. The people were greatly pleased with 
the lively antics of the the torpedo ship, 
which turned in half its own length and 
dodged and ducked like a watersnake. The 
city police steamers and fire department boats 
threw fountains of water pumped out of the 
river. Thesalutes between the fores and the 
men-of-war and the final salutes of the war- 
ships only at Grant’s tomb were in the man- 
ner of spirited naval battles. 

The whole fleet was preceded in beautiful 
line by the volurteer naval militia of New 
York, carried by the railroad towboats of the 
different great railroads here, almust covering 


the river from shore to shore. 
The weather was exquisite, the pr, pero v 
complete and delicate, the system order 
almost involuntary. The high buildings of 
New York, the pier heads, the ferryboats 
were black spectators. Columbus, like 
a magician, had suspended by a wave of his 
hand the process of business and the wiles of 
politicians. _ , 

At night 30,000 paraded in the Catholic 


societies, and the city looked in its private re- 
pasts like the last supper of Columbus. To-

NEW YORK’S NAVAL REVIEW PROVES 
A GRAND AFFAIR. 


Ships of the French, Spanish, and Italian 
Navies Join with Those of the United 
States to Do Honor to the Memory of 
Christopher Columbus — Salutes Fired 
Without Number and Countless Thou- 
sands Line the Shores to Witness the 

. Gigantic Display. 

New York, Oct. 11.—([Special. ]|—Marine 
pageantry is superior to narrow streets and 
crooked lanes. The New. Yorkers who fixed 
on the naval parade for honoring the discov- 
ery of America by the great Admiral of the 
ocean planned wisely. A dozen war vessels of 
three or four nations do not in themselves 
make a great display. But when the harbor 
is filled with vessels of all countries, gayly 
decorated ; when hundreds of craft with thou- 
sands of flags fluttering to the breezes skim 
the waters, the grim warships are enough to 
form the setting of a wonderful marine pan- 


‘orama, and this they did today. 


The United States navy was not dwarfed by 
comparison with the Italian, Spanish, and 
French gunboats and cruisers. There were 
enough of them toshow the new navy in its 
best dress, and the revenue marine and naval 
reserve of the State of New York filled out the 
picture with the steam yachts, launches, and 
vessels of all description to give the back- 
ground for its coloring. Ships of peace min- 
gled with ships of war. The salutes which 
thundered in greeting’ and return were 
the only warlike suggestion. As the ves- 
sels came up the narrows, on past the colossal 
statue of Liberty with her torch of enlighten- 
ment, and up the Hudson to the bluff at Riv- 
erside, where is Grant’s tomb, the sight was 
an inspiration of what the naval display next 
April may be when nearly all the nations of 
the world will take part in the naval review as 
aiprelude té the Columbian Exposition. Lake 
Michigan can hardly witness a naval review, yet 
it can show the incalculable advantage of a 
water front in giving variety to the Fair. 

Enough on the Water to Make a City. 

What was similar today to what will be 
often seen in Chicago was the multitude. 
There were enough people on.the water to 
make it a moving city, but they were nothing 
as compared with those ou land. There were 
millions, more or less. Brooklyn and Staten 
Island had joined the other suburbs in pour- 
ing out their population, and had the rare en- 
joyment of hearing themselves called good 
folks by the happy citizens of the metropolis 
proper and the country cousins from up the 
State as far as Utica and Syracuse, who had 
descended like the locusts. 

The hundreds of thousands who lined the 
shores all the length of the parade thought it 
a fine sight to view the folks aboard the 
various craft. Butthis was nothing to the 
spectacle atforded the people afloat. The big 
buildings from the battery up to Central Park 
swarmed like beehives from roof to cellar. 
The piers along the river front were simply 
tiers of human ants, so thick that movement 
of one moved the whole mass. When the city 
was left behind and the hills on either side of 
the river came into view, they proved to be 
terraces of human forms with faces barely 
distinguishable. 

A big element of the population seemed to 
have taken tothe hills as the best place for 
witnessing the naval spectacle, and they were 
right. No landlord could sell space on the 
bluffs at so much per square foot durmg 
the celebration, and squatter sovereignty 
was supreme. It was good to see the stately 
ships, but. it was better to see the people. 
‘they enjoyed the pageant, and this made 
The occasion was not so 
imposing, but the lifeon the water and the 
life on land were joyous, which was better. 
It was a good beginning in the effort to honor 
the memory of Columbus in the lighthearted 
spirit of hia native and adopted countries. 


Perfect Day for the Parade, 


It was a glorious morning. The waters of |. 


the bay were as smooth as those of the pro- 
verbial mill pond. On one side the green 
hills of Staten Island kissed the skies, un- 
flecked by a single cloud, On the other lay 
draped in a modest haze all the beauties of 
the Long Isiand shore. A boatewain’s pipe 
sounded shrilly at daybreak and the stare and 
stripes were flung to the fresh morning breeze 
at the masthead of the Philadelphia, flagship 
of the tamous white squadron, simultaneously 
with similar proceedings on board each of the 
beautiful vessels of war anchored in the 
stream. Colors fluttered to position in cou- 
cert on the Miantonomoh, Atlanta, Dolphin, 
Blake, Vesuvius, Grant, American, Dexter, 
and Cushing, attended by the uncovering of 
heads and cheers of the nimble tars who man 
the vessels. 

At the same moment the Stars and Stripes 
fluttered to the fore truck of each of the visit- 
ing vessels anchored in the same locality, the 
complimentary custom being observed on the 
French flagship L’Arethuse and the gunboat 
L’Hussard of the French North Atlantic 
Squadron and the [talian cruiser Bausan and 
Spanish cruiser Infanta Ysabel. 

Never before has the shipping in the harbor 
been so profusely decurated as today. The 
forests of masts on both North and East 
Rivers were hung. full of fluttering 
flags, and when the anchors of the 
war fleet were weighed and the command of 
Commodore Erben was communicated by 
signal to the vessels to move down the streain 
to the rendezvous below the Narrows, salute 
after salute rang out in the deep diapason or 
shrill roar of steam craft, while colors ‘were 
dipped in honor of the passing men-of-war. 

The spirit of carnival was abroad in all the 
waters of the beautiful harbor—ocean steam- 
ers, barks, fishing schooners, tugboats, ferry- 
boats, excursion steamers, and even lumber- 
ing lighters, piledrivers, grain elevators, and 
all the odd and shapeless craft seen about the 
rivers, being bright with bunting. 


Sightseers Gather Early. 


From early in the morning ‘a huge fleet of 
small craft had assembled from all points of 
the compass, each craft laden with sight- 
seers anxious to be early on hand to 
allow no detail of the marine pageant 
to escape them, and by the time 
the warships ‘had reached. the lower 
forts fully 500 of these craft were clustered 
near the Narrows, maneuvering to keep out of 
each other’s way and narrowly escaping col- 
lision. Tugboats, barges, lighters, oyster 
sloops, excursion steamers, and catboats with- 
out number, each crowded with passengers, 
flitted about hither and thither waiting for sig- 
nal for starting the procession hours before the 
time announced on the official program. Ali 
the steamers engaged to carry passengers to 
attend the fleet on its way left their wharves 
crowded to the rail with people. 

Stearn yachts were also heavily laden with 
guests of their owners, and their decorations 
and display of colors formed a prominent 
feature in the huge flotilla. 

Anxious to See the Battleships, 

This morning when the sun rose those who 
had expected to see the fleet of warships which 
took part in the big naval parade today lying 
at anchor in Gravesend Bay, south of the nar- 
rows, where the parade started, were disap- 
pointed. The United States steamer Dolphin, 
Commander W. S. Brownson, was the 
only one to be seen, It had come down 
through the narrows between 2 and 3 


o’clock in the morning and dropped anchor 


ubout a mile below Fort Hamilton. Just after 
sunrise it was joined by the United States 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, Lieut. S. Shroeder 
commanding, which steamed slowly past Fort 
Hamilton and dropped anchor near the Dol- 
phin. From then until 9 o’clock no other 
warships passed through the narrows to. take 
their position. . 

At 9 o’clock the United States monitor 
Miantonomoh, Capt. Montgomery Sicard 
commanding, steamed slowly through the 
narrows and took its position in Gravesend 
Bay. Before the Miantonomoh had hardly 
taken its position, the trim United States steam- 
shipAtlanta,Ca t. F.S. Higginson commanding, 
was opposite Fort Hamilton. It lay to for a 
few minutes, when it started off again and 
joined the Dolphin, Vesuvius, and Miantono- 
“—_ ~ vee ite position. 

The Uni States flagship Philadelphia 
Capt. Albert S. Barber con manding, "dee 
lying at anchor off Staten Island, a mile and 
a * wd above the Narrows. . 

; naval vessels, led by the flagshi 
Philadelphia, went down to ‘cuenta fan 
Monday evening to be in readiness for the 
startup the North River, which was made 
at 3 =812:30 on account of the tide. 
The route was from the Narrows up the North 
River as far as One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
street, off Riverside Park, where the escorting 
fleet of merchantmen, tugs, yachts, and other 
boats circled in opposite directions above and 
around the Philadelphia and other ‘warships, 
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and then sailed down the river again along 
either shore. - 
Beginning of the Salutes. - 


At noon the various excursion boats started 
out for convenient points — line, their 
bands playing patriotic airs. tugs, steam 
yachts, and gunboats saluted the boats by short 
whistles, ned the whistling and music from the 
bay could be heard for a mile. When the Ital- 
ian cruiser Bausan 
boat in the bay saluted it. It was followed 
by the steam yacht Aida bedecked with flying 
volors. Then the three police steamers took 


- positions about a half mile ahead of the lead- 


ing vessels of the fleet and maintained this 
position until the Grant monument was 
reached. 

At Fort Wadsworth everything had been 
mace ready by the Commandant, Lieut.-Col. 
A. C. Wildrick, for the national salute which 
his post was to give to the nen-of-war as they 
passed through the Narrows into the harbor. 
A firing squad had been detailed from batter- 
ies C, D, and I ot’the First Regiment 
of heavy artillery by Capts. oe F 
Hubbell, E. K. Russell, and J. T. McMurray, 
and under the command of Ordnance Ser- 
geant Michael McDonald, twenty-seven eight 
and ten inch guns were loaded for the salute, 
By previous arrangement with Lieut.-Col. 
Langdon of Fort Hamilton, directly across 
the Narrows from Fort Wadsworth, the re- 
spective batteries were to alternate. 

It was 12:52 o’clock when the Philadelphia 
reached a point between the two forts. It 
was moving majestically at the of a 
stately procession. Fort Hamilton began the 
saluting, firmg one of its fifteen-inch case- 
mated pieces. Lieut. Sawyer Blanchard, 
officer of the day at Fort Wadsworth, 
had already made ready for the response. 
The flash of the Fort Hamilton gun was the 
signal, and, watchin hand,.Sergt. MacDon- 
aid counted off ten seconds, winked an eye, 
and soldier No.1 pulled the yard wheel and 
fired gun No. land thus the national saiute 
was fired at twenty seconds’ intervals by each 
fort. Presently the men-of-war began to re- 
turn the salutes, and for ten munutes the ef- 
fect was like a bombardment, the war ves- 
= firing whole broadsides with inspiring ef- 

ect. 


Men-of-War Take Their Places. 


As the men-of-war passed down through the 
Narrows they made a long detour off Hoff- 
man’s Island and took up their places in the 
order of parade in three columns, the Amer- 
idan vessela to the right and (left, 
with the foreign ships in the center, 
each of the columns 150 yards apart, 
with an interval of 200 yards between the 
ships in line, The scene was an inspiring one 
as the vessels maneuvered into position, the 
heavy cruisers swinging up in answer to the 
signals on the flagship with the precision of a 
tile of soldiers. Above the forts on each side 
of the shi channel the escorting 
fleet assembled in the pogitions § al- 
loted them, waiting to receive’ the 
vessels as they passed vp into the inner har- 
bor after replying to the national salute from 
the guns of the battemes on eash side of the 
hills to right and left of the opening. 

The fleet was forined with the divisions al- 
ternately to starboard and port of the course, 
each under its flagship tiying the flag of its 
division, 

At the head of the column steamed the tor- 
pedo boat Cushing, under command of S. 
Nicholson Kane, with J. D. D. Kelly, U. S.N., 
as chief aide. Next came three fleet yachts 
acting as vidette boata, each with an 
aide in command; Aida, W. P. Douglas; 
Aliegra, S. V. R. Cruger; and  Helve- 
tia, C. O'Donnell Iselin. At the right 
of the man-of-war squadron was the flagship 
Philadelphia commanded by Capt. Albert S. 
Barker, having on board Commodore Henry 
Erben with his staff, composed of Lieutenant- 
Commander Franklin Munford, Lieutenant- 
Commander Henry B. Mansfield, and Lieut. 
E. Scudder Prime. 

At the left was the double-turreted monitor 
Miantofiomoh, Capt. Montgomery Sicard, act- 
ing with the Philadelphia as escort to the flag- 
ship of the French North Atlantic squadron, 
L’Arethuse, with Rear-Admiral Lebrum in 
command. Following on the starboard, 

easterly side, came the dispatch 

Dolphin, Cart. W. S. Bron- 

the armered cruiser Atlan- 

tic, F. S. Higginson, in _iine 

on the port hand, 200 yards distant. In the 

center, 150 yards to the rear, came the Italian 

cruiser Bausan, atid next in line were the 

Vesuvius, Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, and the 

lighthouse steamer America, Capt. Congdon, 
to starboard and port respectively. 

Again, in the central place of honor came 
the Spanish cruiser Infanta Ysabel, the rear 
being taken up in turn by the revenue steam- 
er Grant, Capt. Thomas Smyth, and the sur- 
vey steamer Blake, Lieut. C. Vreel, and fol- 
lowed by the revenue steamer Dexter, Capt. 
J. A. Slam. This formed the naval division, 
the naval reserve tugs patrolling down the 
outside of the line doing police duty. 

The escorting tieet was in ten divisions and 
was composed of steam yachts, launches, riv- 
er &and ocean steamships, and in fact every 
kind of steam craft in the harbor, each divis- 
ion in charge of an officer, and the whole 
lined-up with a precision equal to that of the 
men-of-war. 


Squadron Gets Under Way. 


Commodore Erben gave the signal to start 
from the Philadelphia promptly at 12:30, and 
the squadron got under way, taking their 
places in line, and as the head of the column 
entered the Narrows they were greeted with a 
national salute of twenty-one guns from the 
forts at either side, amid the dipping of flags, 
shrieking of steam whistles, dnd cheers of the 
multitudes on the hills. 

The squadron of honor moved up through 
the Narrows, responding with saluting batter- 
ies to the courtesies Of the land batteries, led 
by the torpedoboat Cushing, flagship of the 
director of the naval parade, S. Nicholson 
Kane. So eager were the skippers of the small 
craft to give their passengers a_ close 
view of the vessels that they passed be- 
tween the line of the squadron and those 
of the escorting fleet, waiting at each side to 
fallin line in the rear, that the tugs of the 
naval reserve were kept busy driving the in- 
truders back. There was one smail low-iying 
craft that. easily eluded the efforts of tne 
officers to keep the foreign ‘element 
out of the parade, Like a flash of 
light upon the green waters of the harbor, it 
darted in and out at will among the staid old 
warships, passing therm as though they were 
at anchor. Even the barelegged urchin, dang- 
ling out on the end of a string-piece, knew 
this fairy-like craft. Even as he imparted bis 
knoWledge to his,companions, so did others in 
different grades of life point out this little 
yacht as the Vamoose, Senator Hearst’s won- 
derful water thoroughbred. 

The hilly shore front of Bay Ridge was 
thick with people who viewed the procession 
from that coigne of vantage. Club-houses 
and hotels along the shore were gay with 
decoration and black with people. The 
officers stationed at Governor’s Island 
took advantage of the fiwe situation of their 
post and the west end of the little island was 
the seiected point from which to witness the 
pageant. Many of the privates filled the 
earthworks at that side, and even the battlé- 
ments of old Fort Columbus were thick with 
uniformed onlookers and their fair guests. 


Staten Island Full of Visitors, 


Staten Islaad from Fort Wadsworth to the 
hill at St. George was full of visitors from the 
back sections and from New York, 
and many of the houses were  »pro- 
fusely decorated, the effect being remarkably 
pretty in the thickly wooded portions of this 
stretch of shore, the tall flagstatfs showing 
their bright bunting above and between the 
trees. All the docks were crowded and the 
ferry boats careened with the passengers who 
rushed to the sides nearest the line of vessels. 

As the hour fixed for the naval parade 
passed away thousands of people made their 
way toward the North iver piers. The 
knowing ones, though, had earlier hurried 
down to the Battery and secured good posi- 
tions along the old. sea wall. There are but 
few open places along the North River 
front. The _ entire space along that 
waterway is almost one continuous 
line of covered piers. Many of the 
disappointed ones hit upon the scheme of 
boarding one of the many ferry boats and 
riding back and forth, and in this way catch- 
ing a glimpse of the parade. The few public 
piers along the water were early filled with 
sight-seers, . The favored ones viewed the 
flotilla from the decks. of the ocean grey- 
hounds lying in their docks, the decks of the 
big sound steamers, and the Hudson River 

oats. 


From the roofs of the buildmgs along the 
water front an excellent view was had and 
they were crowded. In many places enter- 
prising individuals placed chairs on the roofs 
of their buildings and sold seats fur from 50 
cents to $1. 

Along the route, up North River, the various 
steainboat piers were decked in colors, and 
Jersey vied with New York in making bright 
the pathway of the fleet. 

That Riverside Park was one of the best 
places from which to view ‘the parade was ap- 
preciated by fully 100,000 people, many of 
whom took up their positionson the grassy 
slopes in the early morning long before many 
of the vessels participating had started for the 
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From the blaffs a calm, uninte?ruptéd view 
of the Hudson.could be obtained. Under- 
neath the grassy slopes, below on the railroad 
tracks, thou s of people stood and watched 
and waited, while others sought seats on 
freight-cars that gave them a more command- 
ing view of the scene. : 

But it was when the vanguard of the parade 
finally ap 
seers reac 
third person carried field glasses, arid these 
were leveled incessantly at the ships as 
they glided up the stream among the 
bouming of cannon the vocif- 
erous applause of the crowds. 
Gracefully turning, the warships came to an- 
chor and saluted the escorting fleet as it pro- 
ceeded past them. When the last ship had 
glidea by the war vessels the parade disband- 
ed and New York’s Columbian naval pageant 
had passed into history. 

Brilliant Fireworks on the Bridge. 

Dazzling a burned on the towers of the 
Brooklyn bridge tonight and from the big 
span rockets, bombs, and the other features 
known to Pysmacmnsy art were exploded, 
Hundreds of thousands of men and: women 
were out to see the wonders of the night. 
The East River was choked with tugs, 
ferry-boate, excursion boats, and in fact 
every kind of crafttnat could carry passen- 

ers. On the high buildings in New York and 

rooklyn thousands were gathered to view the 
spectacle. ‘The fireworks were best seen 
from the river. As t rockets and 
bombs were touched off a glare from the 
bridge shone upon the silvery waters. Before 
the rockets wore given a flight there was a sa- 
lute of detonating shells from the bridge and 
the noise of hundreds of steain whistles from 
the river. 

From the top of a high building near the 
New York end a search light was used to send 
& message across the river. There were illumi- 
nations from the towers in the shape 
of Chinese suns, six feet in  circum- 
ference, and of an illuminating power which 
enabled them to be seen at a distance of 
twenty-five miles. showing the American and 
Italian colors ‘There were groups ‘of bou- 
quets and thousands of rockets fired simul- 
taneously from the towers, crossing and in- 
tersecting in their flight, and millions of 
magnesium stars of the spreadisig variety and 
of the largest caliber were tired skyward from 
mortars a distance of 800 feet.\.As a wind-up 
to the evening there was a second Falls of 
Niagara, which’ occupied the length ‘of 
the bridge from tower to tower. 
There were more than 500 uare 
feet of water falling in the shape of liquid fire. 
Immediately aftet this display 5,000 rockets 
were fired off simultaneously in the. form of 
a bouquet. From the start to the end all kinds 
of fireworks were discharged. 

Parade of the Catholic Societies. 

At 8 o’clock in the evening the parade of the 
United Catholic Societies was started at Fifty- 
ninth street and Eighth avenue, They 
marched to Fifth avenue and Seventeenth 
street, to Union Square, to Kast Fourteenth 
street, to University place, to Waverly 
Place, to Washington Square, and to Broad- 
way and Fourth street, where the parade was 
disbanded. There were 25,000 Roman 
Catholics in bne under the command of 
Father Keefe and Victor Dowling. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan fseviewed the parade as it 
passed the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum. 

The order of the parade was as follows: 

Platoon of mounted police. 

Grand Marshal, John A. Sullivan, and Hugh J. 
Grant, Mayor of the City of New York. 

First division, headed by Cappa’s Tettth Regi- 
ment Band, and made up of twenty-seven unions 
of Holy Name societies, commanded by President 
Eugene L. Barnard and Marslial James F. Mc- 
Harney and mountéd aides. 

In the second division were thirty Catholic 
nnions, societies, military orders, and clubs. 
There were also three martial bands and two fife 


and drum corps. 

The Third Division was led by Bayne’s Sixty- 
ninth Regiment Band, Richard H. Hutchinson, 
Marshal. In its ranks were fifty-one councils of 
the Catholic Benevolent Legion. 

In the Fourth Division were thirty-five branches 
of the Catholic Muatual Benefit Association and 
ten United Catholic Knights of America lodges. 

The big parades started at 8 vu’clock, and 
hundreds were assembled at that time in the 
Seventh Regiment Armory to hear the Ger- 
man singing societies. It was one of the most 
successful singing festivals the city has ever 
had. Some time agoa prize was offered for 
the best cantata. This was won by Dr. Mea- 
lannet of Baltimore. There were over 4,000 
voices in the choruses.

Chicago Aldermen Have a Rough Time, 

The Chicago city fathers, who came to the 
city for the purpose of seeing how a large 
crowd can behandled, have had a rough time 
of it.

‘+O, yes. Mr. Depew spoke a few lines at 
Pratt’s cantata last night, and Richard Dela- 
field, J. W. Tappan, and Samuel Fairchild are 
members of the Committee of One Hundred,”’ 

‘‘ But they are representing themselves and 
not the Worla’s Fair,’’ was suggested. 

‘* Quite right; the World’s Faigdid you say? 
O, yes, that’s Chicago’s celebration, isn’t it? 
I’lt tell you just the way it is,’’ continued Mr. 
Wahle’s brother. ‘“ We invited all these peo- 
ple, World’s Fair Commnissioners, directors, 
and Chicago city officials, and—— 

** What form of invitation?”’ 

“ Just the formal invitation that we sent to 
the Governors of States and other people, and 
they have got the invitations yet, but have ig- 
nored them. They were afraid we might 
come this business on them ’’—Mr. Wahle’s 
brother performed a pantomime in explana- 
tion of his meaning by playfully sticking his 
finzers into the correspondent’s vest pockets 
as if searching for a roll of bills, ** They 
snubbed us by ignoring our invitations and 
now they can keep theif noses out.

MINER LAW ARGUED IN THE FED- 
ERAL SUPREME OOURT. . 


Plan of Electing Presidential Electors by 
Congressional Districts in Michigan 
Claimed to Be a Violation of the United 

_ States Constitution—The Action Strongly 

Political and the Defendants Rely Upon 
This for Success—Attorney-General Mill- 
er Speaks Against the Law. 

Wasuinetrox, D. C., Oct. 11.—The argu- 
ments in the Michigan Electoral law, known 
as the Miner law, were made in the United 
States Supreme Court today. The case was 
advanced to allow Chief Justice Fuller to sit 
before going to New York to attend the 
Columbus celebration there tomorrow and 
Thursday. A decision will be rendered in ad- 
vance of the Presidential election. The case 
comes here on appeal from the decision of the 
Michigan Supreme Court affirming the con- 
stituuonality of the Miner law. The title is 
McPherson et al., plaintiffs in error, vs. 
Blacker, Secretary of State. Col. H. M. 
Duffield of Michigan opened the case for Mc- 
Pherson et al., who represent the Republican 
party, which is seeking to have the law de- 
clared unconstitutional. The political aspect 
of the case is pronounced, as it is conceded 
that the effect of the decision in favor of the 
validity of the law will give some of Michi- 
gan’s Electoral vote to the Democrats. That 
Republicans appreciate its importance, both 
in this election and in its possible far-reaching 
consequences in the future, is shown by the 
appearance of Attorney-General Miller in the 
case as one of the counsel on the Republican 
side of the question. | 
' The attorneys who. took part in. the argu- 
ment today are: Attorney-General. Ellis, 
Judge Chaplin, formerly of the Supreme 
Court of Michigan, and Otto Kirschner, for- 
merly State Attorney-General, in favor of the 
constitutionality of the law, and H. M. Duf.- 
field, Attorney-General Miller, and Frederick 
A. Baker, a leading Democratic lawyer of 
Michigan, who are retained on the Republic- 
an side of the case. 

Violates the Amendment. 

In his argument Mr. Duffield relied princi- 
pally upon the contention that the Miner act 
was in violation of the fourteenth améndment 
to the Constitution declaring that no State 
shall make or enforce any law abridging the 
privileges of citizens of the United States, and 
that as atthe time of its adoption citizens 


could vote for all Electors that sys- 
tem could not be changed. This 
amendment, he insisted, created H 


citizenship of the United States and it was in 
violation of the Constitution for the State to 
deny to each citizen the right to vote for all 
of the Presidential Electors to which the State 
is entitled. Justice Gray inquired if he held 
that the Legislature could not choose the 
Electors itself. Mr. Duffield responded in the 
affirmative. The three great post-war amend- 


a guarantee to every citizen to be treated 
alike, and made a national citizenship where 
there had theretofore been a citizenship only 
by virtue of citizenship in a State. , 

Mr. Kirschner raised the question of jurisdic- 
tion, maintaining that in the form in which 
the case came here--viz: an application for a 
writ of mandamus to compel the Secretary of 
State of Michigan to give a certain notice of 
the coming election—it was not reviewable in 
a Federal court, but only in a State court. 
With reference to the fourteenth amendment 
it was contended that its sole object was to 
prevent discrimination and had no applica- 
tion to cases where all citizens were treated 
alike. Mr. Kirschner made a point of the po- 
litical nature of the case and cited precedents 
to show that the court had ruled that political 
questions must be left for settlement to the 
political departments of the government, and 
in this part of his talk he several times turned 
apparently intentionally towards Attorney- 
General Miller. Several times the courts had 
made the mistake of passing upon purely po- 
litical controversies and in every instance the 
result was a fall of the bench in public esti- 
mation. He argued that the matter of Presi- 
dential Electors was one over which the State 
Legislatures as-the political representatives 
of the States had complete control. 


Justice Field’s Pertinent Question. 


Justice Field—Could the State Legislature del- 
egate to Ann Arbor College the right to appoint 
these Electors? 

Mr. Kirschner (with’ some . hesitation)—I don’t 
see why not. 

To this Justice Field replied rather curtly: 

I don’t see why not either from your line of 
argument. 

r. Kirschner—The policy of changing the 
method of orgy Presidential Electors might 
be questioned, but I never heard the legality of 
any change questioned. 

ustice Harlan—Could the Legislature author- 
ize one Congressional District to select the Elect- 
ors for the whole State? 

Mr. Kirschner—Yes, Your Honor. 

Attorney-General Miller in 
answered as follows: 

I hold it to be one of the most hopeful signs of 
the times that the courts are either arousing or 
are being aroused to the fact that if the rights of 
the people of the United States are to be pre- 
served they must be preserved by an observance 
and enforcement of the law, and that they are 
perencee to take and are taking by the wrists po. 

itical bosses who, assuming that questions are 
purely political, are committing grand larceny 
with reference to the rights of the people of the 
United States. In saying this lam not saying it 
as a partisan. I am perfectly well aware tthe 
people have been robbed *by unjust apportion- 
ments by the party to which el as well as 
by the party to which I am opposed 
and it is high time the courts should say to these 
worthies it is just as much larceny tosteal a polit- 
ical right as it is tosteal private property. Hence, 
I say, if this case comes here in such a way that the 
court may properly take hold of it, it is not only 
right but it seems to me the highest opportunity 
of the court to serve the country and help to pre- 
serve its institutions. The framers of the Consti- 
tution intended that the States should be repre- 
sented as States and that the power of choosing 
Electors was granted not tothe Legislatures but 
to the States, the Legislatures simply having the 
duty of fixing the manner of ‘execution of the 
power. 

Justice Gray—Was the district system while in 
operation ever challetiged as being beyond the 
power of the Legislature? 

Mr. Miller—My understanding is that it was 
notand that there has never been but one elec- 
tion in whichthe decision would have been de- 
terminative of the election. 

Mr. Duffield—That was a time when electors

Only a Political Emergency. 


Attorney-General Ellis of Michigan closed 
for the State. He said: 

It is only the exigency vf a political emergency 
which has caused thé point to be raised that the 
district system is unconstitutional. In 1876 party 
spiritran sohigh that an Electoral Commission 
was appointed and Samuel J. Tilden was counted 
out and Rutherford B. Hayes counted in, but no- 
body had quesienee the fact that Colorado 
Electors had been appointed by the Legislature. 
He was reading some opinions of Repub- 
lican members of the Electoral Commission 
on this matter when Justice Field asked to 
have the authority given. It was done and the 
Justice repled: ‘*‘ Most people think the 
least said about that the better.’’ 

H. A. Baker closed the case. His line of 
argument was that the Constitution contem- 
plated a system of selecting of a President by 
personal preference of Electors, but that the 
constitutional design was incapable of execu- 
tion and that by usage had been established 
the selection of Electors and of Presidents by 
votes of whole States, and that by the’ four- 
teenth amendment this change of condition 
was recognized. and a national citizenship es- 
tablished. Before that amendment a State 
might refuse to participate ina Presidential 
election or cast its vote as it pleased, but now 
if all citizens of Michigan, save one, fore- 
swore ‘heir rights in a Presidential election 
and decided that they wouid not participate 
that one citizen would have the right to cast 
the vote ofthe State. —

Rest Is Required, 

The Rev. T. N. Morrison was the next 
speaker, He declared that the clergy hed no 
seltish motives iu favoring the observance of 
Sunday. Rest on the seventh day was part of 
the constitution of the Bible, and the clergy 
was aware, too, he said, that working seven 
days puts in peril the moral and physical wel- 
fare of man. Nordid the clergy think that 
the _ of man should be entirely given up to 
work.

The speaker, concluding, said the way to 
make a great beginning in the work of re- 
form was for all interested in it to refuse to 
trade with any one who compelled empioyés 
to toil Sundays. : 

The Rev. J. N. Kindahl agreed that all men 
were entitled to liberty—to freedom on one 
day of the week, but men were not made 
slaves only oy being sold into bondage, but 
by circumstances which took away their free- 
dom. Circumstances have made slaves, to a 
certain extent, of certain classes in this city. 
Many employers as well as employés actually 
long foraday of liberty, for a Sunday of 
rest, but the uvarice of some others held them 
in slavery. 

““Slavery,”’? he said, *‘was abolished once 
before in this country. It has come again in 
another form. Shall we not abolish it again? 
We freed our African brethren. Cannot we 
rescue our fathers, brothers, and sisters from 
the slavery of Sunday labor? We can abolish 
it if we will, and if the people of Chicago, who 
love liberty, whether Christians or not, will 
unite we can free our brethren. If any deal- 
ers will not come to terms let us not patronize 
them Sundays or any other days. But, above 
all, let us work to get a city govern- 
ment that will enforce the Sunday laws. 


I- don’t care whether the Mayor 
is a Democrat or a. Republican. 
Our last Mayor was a Democrat. Our 


present one is a Republican, but I -have not 
seen'a particle of difference in their adininis- 
trations so far as these matters are concerned. 
Whether the Mayor -is a Democrat or a Re- 
publican as things are now is a matter of no 
difference except to the men who get bread 
and butter from their parties.

‘‘ unless the people of Chicago want them 
closed. I say, not finding fault with other 
speakers’ utterances, O! for a people who 
will rise and demand closing of business Sun- 
day. Keep up these -meetings and maybe 
you'll be able to reach the politicians, the 
Common Council, and ultimately the: World’s 
Fair Mayor.”’ 

Bishop Fallows said he had a practical in- 
terest in these clerks.

They were late to 
bed and early to rise, and had to work Sun- 
days—all of which was against the old rule of 
early to bed and early to rise, etc. He feared 
that it would be along while before everything 
would be closed Sunday, but h@believedin a 
Napoleonic plan of warfare until victory shall 
come. :

Dr. Thomas could not agree with his cleri- 
cal or legal brothers who blamed the Mayor 
or the people because men had to work Sun- 
days. He said certain lines of labor were im- 
perative, while others were unnecessary. “ For 
the latter I’ll tell you where to place the 
blame,’ he said. “Put it on the men who 
open their stores. They are the ones to 
blame—not the clerks. The primary blame 
goes on the storekeepers who open up and do 
unnecessary work.”’ 

Dr. Thomas said the storekeepers were the 
men to be converted; * They ought to study 
physiology,” hasaid, “‘and they would learn 
then that they and theiremployés need rest.

EXPLOSION OF PAPER MILL DIGESTORS. 


Two Men Are Dead and a Number Seri- 
ously Hurt—Building Is Wrecked. 

Orono, Me., Oct. 11.—Two large digestors 
in the Bangor Pulp and Paper company’s mull 
exploded this inornmg, causing the loss of 
two lives and the injury, more or less seri- 
ous, of six persons. The explosion was with-

Charges of fraud and bribery and the wrong- 
ful payment of $67,500 of Indian money to 
allie “attorneys” on a contract approved 
by Indian Bureau and the Secretary of the 
Interior have been officially made by an officer 
uf the United States army. The charges are 
contained in the annual report of Gen. Miles, 
commander of the Department of the Mis- 
some to the Secretary of War, made public 

ay. 

The alleged fraud is connected with the pur- 
chase by the government of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe Indian reservation, which was 
thrown open to settlement April 19 last. The 
discovery of the transaction was the result of 
the investigation by the military authorities of 
a threatened outbreak among the Indians last 
May. caused’by their resentment of the taking 
of the money from them by the Interior De- 


M. Lee of the Ninth Infantry, United States 
army. They are contained in a report made 
to Gen. Miles, dated Chicago, Aug. 8, 1892. 
Capt. Lee says: 

In connection with my annual report I have the 
honor to submit the following statement concern- 
ing the wrongful payment of $67,500 from moneys 
belonging to the Cheyenue and Arapahoe Fhdians 
under their agreement with Uni States Com- 
missioners of October, 1890, ratified by Congress 
March 31, 1891, made *o certain so-called attor- 
neys on an alleged contract approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior Feb. 5, 1890.

Com gari this statement with the agree- 
ment as to the source of proceeds coming to these 
Indians the variance between the two is so pro- 
nounced as to appear irreconcilable. Having 
been sent among these Indians by the depart- 
ment commander pursuant to their request, and: 
at a time when they were much ince to inves- 
tigate their complaint, and, if found well ground- 
ed, to endeavor to allay the discontent by an as- 
surance that the matter would be fully repre- 
sented to the authorities in Washi n, Aw be- 
heving that no power this side of Co can 
right this wrens by restoring to these Indians the 
$67,500 of which they were unjustiy deprived, I 
deem it my right and duty as a citizen, as an of- 
ficer of the government, and as a friend of these 
Indians to submit the following charges: 

1. That the so-called contract was a fraud, in 
that it represented only a minority of the Indians 
at interest. 

2. That the signatures of the said minority.rep- 
resentation were procured through misrepresen- 
tation and deceit in that thesaid Indians were kept 
in ignorance of the force and effect of the paper 
they were induced to sign. 

3. That the Indians never knowingly author-

Capt. Lee submits with these charges the fol- 
lowing report of a conversation held with one 
of the members of the Cherokee Commission: 


‘“*Were you influenced by the attorneys to make 
concessions to the Indians?’ 

‘** No, we had nothing to do with the attorne 
We did not want them there. The Indians did 
not want them, except Hand and a few 
others, and it would not have made any difference 
to us as to the terms we had proposed if there had 
been a hundred attorneys present. I remember 
seeing one or two of them (the attorneys) at 
Darlington when we were talk to the Indiaas, 
but they kept in the background. They did not 
ppear in open council to advocate the cause of 
the Indians. My opinion is that they did nothing 
to entitle them to any such sum of money as it is 
stated was paid tothem. It looks very much to 
me like a steal. Of course we could not prevent 
its being paid to them. We agreed on the price 
and it was appropriated by Congress, but we 
cduld not control the manner of its payment. 
1 am_ very sorry that it bas turned out this way. 
It will handicap usin our dealings with other 
Indians. This mag ages business is all wrong. 
They should not be allowed, and no contract 
should be approved by the Interior Department 


where there is a commission appoin to treat 
with reservation Indians. We are oapemnes to 
do éverything necessary and to see t no in- 


justice is done to the Indians in formulating our 
agreement with them. It is money thrown away 
to pay it out tothe attorneys; it might all be 
saved to the Indians. I am indignant to think of 
the manner in which the money we promiped shoes 
Indians has been diverted, and I shall do ‘every- 
thing in my power to see that this great wro 
doue to them is righted by the government.

SAY THEY NEED AN EXPORT DUTY. 


Canadian Lumbermen Demand That the 
$1 Tax Be Reimposed. 

Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 11.—The- Dominion 
Government has been asked by Canadian 
lumbermen to reimpose the export duty of $1 
a thousand on logs shipped to the United 
States. The duty was abolished by the late 
Sir John Macdonald because an alternative 
clause in the McKinley bill proviaed that lum- 
ber coming from any country which imposes 
an export duty on saw logs shall pay double 
duty on logs exported to the American mar- 
ket, Wealthy American lumbermen sent 
their agents over to Canada and 
themselves of great timber areas tributary to 
the waters of Georgian Bay and Lake Huron; 
they established their mills upon the Michi- 
weak old and towed their logs across. By 
manufacturing at Saginaw or Bay City they 
get the benefit of competitive treight rates to 
the Eastern and Western markets. 

In the Lake Huron district the feeling is de- 
cidedly in favor of reumposing the export duty. 
D. Davidson, whose annual output is about 
1 000, 000 feet, says: 

** There is no question that the absence of 
the duty ruins the towns and villages along 
the shore of Georgian Bay. Selling logs for 
export isa nice way of lumbering, but it 
leaves a large class of the mill men idle, and 
particularly those who do not go into the 
bush in the wintertime. If I had a iimit on 
the north shore I would remove my mill to 
Michigan or sell my logs.”’

That 
was not a fair statement of the case. He 
should at Jeast have demonstrated the error 
of their reasons, and failing to do that he 
should have remained quiet if he could not 
commend their action nor show their error of 
judgment. : 
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Tae recent German-Austrian military race, 
undertaken under the auspices of and encour- 
aged by both Emperors, was a disgrace to 
both governments and shouid inspire an in- 
dignant protest from every humane nation on 
the face of the earth.

Teutons of Austria and Germany? It is some 
compensation to know that if such a race had 
been run in this country the brutes guilty of 
it, if they had been in the army, would have 
been summarily dismissed in disgrace and 
the whole country would have risen in in- 
dignant protest. No person of even ordinary 
humanity can fail to look upon this race, in 
which the Austrians have won, except with 
feelings of loathing, disgust, and indignation. 


As REPORTED in another column Chicago is 
again to have the largest and best telescope 
in the world. It is to be thegift of Mr. Yerkes 
to the Chicago University, as the first was to 
the old one. It will be thirty years the com- 
ing winter since the Chicago Astronomical 
Society purchased from the Clarks of Cam- 
brideport, Mass., what was confessed to be an 
instrument superior to any other then in ex- 
istence, and held the lead till 1873, when one 
of about twice the optical power was mounted 


| inthe National Observatory at Washington. 


It has long since been left far behind by the 
making of large instruments, the latest 
achievement being the thirty-six-inch object 
glass of the Lick Observatory in California, 
which has nearly-four times the power of the 
now modest 184j-:nch glass mounted in our 
Dearborn Observatory soon after the close of 
the war. The Mount Hamilton glass is now 
to be beaten to the extent of four inches in 
diameter, or by nearly one-quarter, the light 
gathering power of an objective varying as 
the square of its diameter, if ‘other conditions 
be the same in each case. Sothe new Chica- 
go University is to have the biggest and best and 
most farseeing telescope in existence, and will 
lead the world in that as in other important 
respects. Undoubtedly the new instrument 
will aid in extending human knowledge of the 
heavens, though not for some time to come. 
So large an instrumeat cannot be made and 
mounted in a few weeks, though the casting 
of the object glasses for it was successfully 
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CRATIC CARELESSNESS. 

Democratic organs and orators say 1n reply 
to the argument of business-men who are sat- 
isfied with the present Republican administra- 
tion and who are opposed to change: The 
country will be as safe under Cleveland as 
under Harrison. Cleveland was President for 
four years, and the public departments were 
well managed, the public service was as efli- 
cient as it has been under Harrison; the pub- 
_lie service will not be impaired through the 
election of Cieveland. This surt of reply 
ignores altogether the pledges of the Demo- 
cratic platform to repeal the . tariff legislation 
of the last Republican Congress and introduce 
free trade, to do which would in effect revolu- 
tionize the industrial system of the country. 
Even the threat of such repeal, with the Dem- 
ocrats in power, would greatly curtail the out- 
put of manufacturing establishments, depress 
trade, and produce general stagnation in mer- 
eantile circles, to be accompanied by loss of 
employment to tens of thousands of men. 

But, letting ali that pass for the time being, 
is it true that the administration of Cleveland 
from 1885 to 1889 was as satisfactory as the 
Harrison Administration has been? 

It wili not be necessary to dwell on the 
methods of Pan-Electric Garland or the shady 
doimgs of other leading members of the ad- 
ministration, but, coming down to facts with- 
in the cognizance of most people, it can be 
asserted without fear of contradiction that the 
administration of the departments under 
Cleveland was not efficient, and that the pub- 
lic service understhe Democratic acministra- 
tion was not as satisfactory as it has been for 
the last four years. 

Take the Postoftice Department fora test. 
Chicagoans especially have reason to remem- 
ber the inefficient postal service here during 
the Cleveland régime whether Vilas or 
Dickinson was Postmaster-General, or Judd 
or Newberry was Postmaster. Most of the 
efficient officers who served under the previous 
Republican admunistration were turned adrift 
by Judd. Ward-heelers, Democratic workers, 
persons with a pull were substituted. Every 
day there were numerous complaints that val- 
uable letters had been stolen. Officials were 
frequently caught in plundering letters. The 
delivery system was wretchec, Not in the 
history of the city was the postal service 80 
bad. Under the Harrison Adwinistration all 
this has been changed. Efficient men. were 
put in charge of the various branches of the 
postal service here. The system of delivery 
was improved and accelerated. The efficiency 
of every branch of the service has been in- 
creased. It was never better than it is now. 
The people are as thoroughly satisfied with it 
as they were disgusted with the inefficient 
methods of Vilas-Judd and the Dickinson- 
Newberry administration of postal affairs, 

Then taking the internal Revenue Depart- 
ment here, the published statistics prove that 
the present administration of that branch of 
the service is more efficient in every way than 
under the Cleveland régime. Here are some 
instructive facts: In this district, which in- 
cludes Northern Illinois, the aggregate of

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SMOKE CAN BE AVOIDED. 

An article in the Cleveland Leader details | 
the results of a tour of inspection among the 
steam makers of that city, the most interest- 
ing point in which is the fact that one of them 
has been actively at work for the last six years 
with four thirty horse-power boilers ana a 125 
horse-power engire without turning out a par- 
ticle of smoke that could be objected to. 
Practically he has a, smokeless furnace, and 
he is an enthusiast on the subject of sinoke- 
preventing. saying that it is entirely unneces- 
sary as wellas wasteful to. commit. the nui- 
sance. Half adozen years since he paid out 
$3,000 for his improvement, and the in- 
vestment has more than paid for 
itself in the saving of fuel. His pré- 
vious February,’ March, and April coal 
bills aggregated $2,395, and those for the 
same months in the year following the outlay 
were only $820. Yet it appears that with this 
vast economy staring them in the face the 
surrounding steam makers have gone on rais- 
ing it by the old expensive method and kept 
on emitting a smoke nuisance at. great cost to 
themselves and damage to the public. They 
may have learned in theory that economy 15 
wealth, but do not seem able to appreciate the 
fact in its relation to the saving of fuel. | 

The improvement is simply in the mode of 
feeding the fuel to the fire, somewhat after the 
manner of the Murphey furnace. There 1s no ap- 
pliance for blowing in steam. The atmosphere 
does its own work with the fuel, and does it 
completely when allowed to mingle with the 
generated gases before they have got out of 
the temperature at which combustion can 
take place. The coal is not thrown on the 
fire, but into receptacles or feeders above and 
at the sides of a V-shaped grate containing 
the fire. The coal slides down the incline on 
the iron grate-bars, a little at a time, as 
though a fireman had tossed it on by half a 
shoveiful at a time as needed. It is caught 
by a hot air draft as it slides down the bars 
and is immediately consumed. The grate 
bars are all the time moving slowly and a 
crusher at the bottom breaks up the cinders. 
The fireman ia described as taking his work 
coolly. Instead of nearly perishing before 
the fire while the door is open he simply 
tossed the fuel into the magazines. In this 
way he could work regularly and comfortably, 
besides avoiding the frequens chilling of thie 
furnace by opening the door in the ordinary 
method of firing. The whole process is con- 
ducted by reference to the principle thata 
small piece of coal thrown on a grate full of 
burning fuel causes no smoke, while a shovel- 
ful does produce smoke, and this was ilius- 
trated by dense volumes of smoke being 
emitted from the chimney immediately after 
the fireman had put coal on in the way usual 
in other establishments. The experiments 
convinced everybody that smoke 1s uncon- 
sumed fuel and that all the fuel can be burned 
if proper means be used therefor. 

But the real remedy for the smoke making 
is the adoption of the down-draft principle, 
which not only prevents smoke making, but 
saves one-third to one-half the coal consumed 
by the smoke-nuisance furnaces. However 
much people may hold back, they will have to 
comé to it and adopt the down-draft princi- 
ple on account of the. great economy of fuel 
and suppression of smoke. The better steam 
results that can be obtained from furraces 
thus constructed must commend it, to say 
nothing of getting rid of the vile smoke in- 
fliction.

CLEVELAND FOR STATE WILDCAT ISSUES. 

A great deal has been said about that por- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland’s letter of acceptance 
which relates to the tariff, and but little of 
that portion which deals with the monetary 
question. That is not surprising, for in what 
he had to say about the tariff he repudiated 
flatly the principles laid down on that subject 
by the platform on which he was nominated. 

A correspondent, whose letter is printed in 
anuther column, thinks a little more attention 
should be paid to Mr. Cleveland’s quiet, unos- 
tentatious indorsement of the wildcat State 
bank clause of the Democratic platfogm. Mr. 


Cleveland said: | 

The people are entitled to sound and honest 
money, abundantly sufficient in volume to supply 
their business needs. Whatever may béthe form 
of the people’s currency, national or State— 
whether gold, silver, or paper—it should be so 
regulated and guarded by governmental action, 
or by wise and careful laws, that no one éan be 
deluded as to the certainty and stability. of its 
value, 

This is an indorsement of State bank notes, 


provided their issue can be regulated “ by 
wise and careful laws.’’ Business:men, know 
that this is an impossible feat, for the General 
Government would not be able to contrédl the 
action of State Legislatures. Yet it is evi- 
dent thatif Mr. Cleveland were President and 
a bill were sent to him by Congress taking the 
10 per cent tax off State bank notes he would 
sign it if Southern Democrats told him it was 
all right. While he does not recommertid the 
repeal of the tax explicitly, he seems to take 
it for granted that if his party comes into 
power it willbe repealed, Probably he has 
no idea what the consequences would be. 
Whether he does or does not, it is clear that 
he is an unsafe man to deal with the currency 
question, and whoever is opposed to the dis- 
placement of national money by wildcat 
should vote against him and for Harrison. 


SEPARATE THE ASHES AND GARBAGE. 

There is printed elsewhere in this issue a 
communication from Mr. B. C. Heavey, the 
general manager of the Heavey Garbage 
Crematory, explaining the reasons for the 
temporary shutting down, which had already 
been commented upon in THe Tarsune. From 
Mr. Heavey’s statement it appears that he 
had two objects in view, first, to improve the 
methods of receiving and dumping the 
garbage, which already has been accomplished 
by the construction of new platforms, and, 
second, to devise some method of separating 
ashes from the garbage, which only retards 
cremation. Many of the loads, Mr. Heavey 
states, contain between 60 and 75 per cént of 
ashes. The last named improvement; how- 
ever, has been postponed at the request of the 
health authorities, and the furnace is again at 
work. It is none the less essential on this ac- 
count, however, and the sanitary inspectors 
should be ordered to go from house to house 
and explain tothose who are in the habit of 
mixing ashes and garbage, or leave printed 
instructions setting forth the absolute neces- 
sity of keeping these two materials separate. 
The ashes are valuable for filling, but mixed 
with the garbage they render the process of 
combustion, even at the extreme heat kept up 
in the furnace, extremely difficult, besides en- 
tailing many other troubles and increased ex- 
pense. It would be well if there could be two 
separate metal garbage boxes, but even as 
boxes are now constructed they are divided 
into two compartments, so that the separa- 
tion is perfectly easy and simple. There is no 
excuse for mixing ashes with garbage. 

It is an evil which must be corrected, and it 
can be if the sanitary inspectors do their 
duty. If they are unwilling to attend te their 
business, then dismiss them at once and ap- 
point men who will, or, better still, put the 
whole business into the hands of the police, 
with peremptory instructions, If they were 
made responsible for the cleanliness of their 
districts they would soon be clean ; and if they 
were ordered to stop the mixing of garbage 
and ashes it would be stopped or there would 


be trouble. Prompt attention should be paid | cles are made dutiable the consumer of the 


to Mr. Heavey’s suggestion. So long as we 
have but one crematory in operation the 
authorities should see to it that its work is not 
retarded by a practice for which there is no 
excuse. When the city gets more crematories 
—if it ever does—the stoppage of this business 
will be even more necessary.

GREAT BUILDING BOOM. 

Never before in the history of Chicago, with 
one exception, was building so active as this 
year. The exception was in the twelve months 
succeeding the great fire of twenty-one years 
ago, when there was a general effort among 


business-men and everybody to get back on 


the old site by the first anniversary of the con- 
fiagration. And the record of that recon- 
structive. phase did not much exceed the. work 
of 1892 in erecting new buildings, not a few of 
which are taking the places of structures that 
would be pointed to with pride in other cities. 
The work is far from being confined to sec- 
tions of the city where direct preparations are 
in progress for the World’s Fair. The increase 
over the record of other seasons is simply 
phenomenal. 3 ) 

The total for the third quarter of the cur- 
rent year includes 3,740 buildings, covering & 
frontage of 99,982 feet, or nearly nineteen 
miles, at an aggregate cost of $20,765,305; this 
being 406 buildings, 24,894 feet, and $7,946,205 
in excess of the figures for the corresponding 
time last- year. And the figures for the last 
nine months show an almost equally hand- 
some gain in the totals. hey include 9,456 
buildings, with a total frontage of .256,834 
feet, or nearly forty-nine miles, and a cost of 
$48,605,820. As compared with the same time 
last year this is a gain of 154 buildings, 32,619 
feet trontage, and $12,910,020, or nearly 38 per 
cent in cost and 15 per cent in front- 
age. The increase in cost over that of 
ground covered is in part due to the 
more substantial character of many of the 
structures, slightly so as to increase cost of 
work and material because of greater compe- 
tition in the demand, and partly perhaps be- 
cause there has been less than usual of the un- 
der statang of probable cost made at the time 
of taking out the permit—people effecting 
building loans are said to have fully stated 
the cost of the work proposed to be done. And 


it is claimed this remark applies equally well | 


to the outlying sections as to the Hyde Park 
region, where the lending of money has been 
most active in preparation for the Fair. It 
goes without saying that the buildings erected 
in large num ders in Cicero and Jefferson are 
of a cheaper class than those in other sections 
of the city. The North Division makes a rel- 
atively small showing in the totals. But its 
overflow of population is into Lake View, and 
an immense number of new structures have 
gone up this season and many more will be 
started before New Years. 

The building permits issued during the last 
three months include 52 blocks,of stores, 423 
stores and dwellings, 2,414 dwellings, 76 fac- 
tories and warehouses, 12 churches, 65 public 
and office buildings, 182 barns and stables, 
28 miscellaneous, and 481 for basements and 
other additions. | 

It may be expected that the work of the 
next three months will swell the construction 
total of the year to fully $60,000,000. This is 
an enormous sum, equal to that estimated to 


| have been borrowed for rebuilding after the 


great fire. It represents a buildmg expendi- 
ture of some $48 for every man, woman, and 
child in the’ city and suburbs, or the invest- 
ment of not far from 5 per cent of the total 
real and persoral wealth of the city. It is 
nearly one dollar in each thousand of all the 
wealth in the United States. It is the meas. 
ure of a total activity which in itself would 
constitute Chicago one of the wonders of the 
world if it had not already proved its.claim to 
a place in that category. It constitutes this 
as our second building era, and one far more 
profitable and effective than the first, as that 
was simply a recovery from destruction, while 
this is asolid investment of fresh capital em- 
ployed not for substitution but for the 
achievement of fresh victories in the race for 
supremacy as compared with other large 
cities of the globe. 


GONE FOR GOOD. 
A letter from Mr. Franklin MacVeagh, 


printed in one or the city papers, seems to 1n- - 


dicate that he is hopelessly Democratic. The 
dangerous habit of Democracy which he has 
indulged in for several years has become an 
incurable disease. Tus Tripung regrets that 
this should be the case. When his brilliant 
intellect first strayed or was seduced from the

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THE LONDON “TIMES” ON A TARIFF FOR 
REVENUE ONLY. 


The declaration of the Democratic convention. 


at Chicago in favor of atariff for revenue only 
was as unqualified as it was unexpected. It con- 
tested not only the economical expediency of pro- 


tective duties, but the constitutional competence . 


of the Legislature to impose any duties whatever 
for any other purpose or to any greater extent than 
might be required to meet the ordinary charges 
of government. This policy, if fairly and logical- 
ly carried out, is not to be distinguished from 
free trade in the practical form in which we are 
familiar with it.—London Timea. 

The London Times puts the right construc- 
tion on the Democratic tariff piank and un- 
derstands it just as it reads. All the revenue 
needed by this governinent from a tariff can 
be obtained by adopting the British system 
and adding sugar to it.. In other words, only 
levying duties on non-competitive imports; 
that is *‘ the practical form in which we [En- 
gitsh) are familiar with it,”’ And it is exactly in 
harmony with the Southern interpretation of 
the plank in the Democratic platform. Ex- 
Gov. Hubbard of Texas, in his speech last 
Saturday to the Peoria Democrats, told them 
that their party was for “ a tariff for revenue 
only,’’ and that such a tariff was one \“* so ad- 
justed that. the government shall receive all 
the tax paid.’”’ That means, of course, there 
must be no duty on competitive goods, For, 
according to, Mr. Cleveland, when such arti- 


foreign-made article pays a tax to the Treas- 
ury and the consumer of the domestic article 
pays a tax to the American manufacturer 
equal to the duty. This last tax is the one 
the Democratic platform deciares unconstitu- 
tional and says must be abolished by taking 
al! duties off competitive goods.

PRoBABLY there is not another question that 
is sent in to the newspapers so often as the one 
asking for a statement of the relative impor- 
tance of Chicago as a port of navigation, It is 
officially answered in the government -repcrt 
on the internal commerce of the United States 
for 1890. The vessel tonnage entering and 
clearing at Chicago is about one-half of that 
which enters and clears at London, the latter 
being the principal port of the world, It is 
nearly two-thirds as great as the total Liver- 
pool tonnage, and greatly exceeds that of any 
other port in the United Kingdom. It nearly 
equals the total tonnage arriving and clearing 
at New York in the foreign trade, and exceeds 
the combined tonnage entering and clearing 
in the foreign trade at the ports of Boston, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, and San Francisco. 
It nearly equals the total tonnage in the for- 
éign trade at Hamburg, which is the chief 
among the Gerinan ports, and exceeds by a 
large margin the foreign tonnage at Antwerp. 
If the coastwise tonnage of New York were 
added to its foreign tonnage that port would 
probably dispute the second place with Liver- 
pool on the list of world ports, Hamburg 
would occupy the fourth position, and there is 
every reason to believe that the fifth and sixtn 
positions would fall to Chicago and Buffalo.

The Conservative party got control, 
and, little by little, led by the talented Deak, 
and taking advantage of every peril and 
emergency of Austria, it has raised Hungary 
to perfect equality with the German part of 
the Empire.

‘GERMANS ARE IN LINE 


SENTIMENT OHANGING IN FAVOR OF 
REPUBLICANS. 


Reports from Country Towns Show That 
the Teutons Will Vote for Harrison— 
Postmasters and Committeemen Neglect 
Their Duties—The Leading Bohemian 
Newspaper Renounces Democracy— 
Many Voters Converted to the Doctrine 
of Protection—Political News. 


There is no doubt that there is a marked 
change in the sentiment of the German voters 
of this State, and especially of this county, to; 
wards the Republican candidates, national, 
State, and local. At the meeting of the Cam- 
paign Committeemen of the country towns 
held yesterday at Republican headquarters 
the Campaign Committeeman from the Town 


of Maine said: 

‘‘Three or four weeks ago things looked 
blue in our town for the Republicans. Our 
meetings were poorly attended. The Demo- 
crates on the other hand had a good club and 
their meetings had a fair attendance. Now 
the Democratic meetings are attended by 
hardly a baker’s dozen while our Republican 
meetings, though we have had only local 
speakers thus far, are well attended and our 
Republican club has a membership of over 
200. The Gerinans who threatened to vote 
the whole Democratic ticket now hesitate 
about voting for Altgeld. The Republican 
national ticket and the Republican county 
ticket will get an increased majority in the 


Town of Maine.”’ 

Mr. Busse, a German farmer from Elk 
Grove, made asimilar statement about his 
town. The Republicans are all inline. The 
town will give tne usual Republican majority 
and a slightly increased majority for the na- 
tional ticket. The young men are all for 
Harrison and Reid. County Commissioner 
Struckman made a favorable repurt for Han- 
over and Commissioner Hoffman made a sat- 
isfactory report for Northfield. There -is no 
break in the Republican ravks in their region 
as far as the national and county tickets are 
concerned. There are a few who hesitate as 
between Altgeld and Fifer, but ‘they will 
probably decide in favor of the latter. 

At the meeting there was much .complaint 
at the failure of the Campaign committee to 
send literature to the voters in the country 
towns. It was charged that the literature was 
sent in bundles to the Campaign Com mittee- 
men, who had taken no pains to secure its 
distribution. Large bundles of German Re- 
publican newspapers had been sent through 
the Postoffice, but the Republican Postmas- 
ters were too lazy, too negligent, or too indif- 
ferent to distribute them. There was a de- 
mand for such papers. Mr. Altgeld’s agents 
have been flooding the country districts with 
the Staats-Zeitung. It was necessary to coun- 
teract the influence of that Democraticorgan. 
Commissioner Allen of Oak Park, Capt. 
Chaffee, and others complained of the lax 
methods of distribution. Senator Humphrey 
and E. S. Conway, who are members of the 
Campaign committee, were not pleased either, 
and the Secretary of the country town branch 
of the Campaign committee, F. J. Filbert, 
was taken to task. He tried to explain and 
promised to do better. But somebody should 
get after the lazy alleged Republican Post- 
masters and compel them to do their duty. 


Committeemen Are Lazy. 


Theré never was so great a demand for lit- 
erature in a campaign. The Republicans 
have an abundant supply, but the ward and 
precinct committeemen are not active in scat- 
tering it aruund. There is also a demand for 
speakers in the country towns, but the com- 
mitteemen are not exerting themselves in se- 
curing the speakers. Capt. Vocke is working 
day and night. He makes three or four 
— every evening. but he cannot meet 

i the engagements made for him by the 
committeemen, who do not seem to overexert 
themselves in getting other good German 
speakers. Mr. Neeley, the candidate for 
State’s-Attorney, is also muchsought. He isa 
capital speaker, but he and Capt. Vocke and 

ward Connor cannvt make the campaign 
for all the candidates. It has been suggested 
that some of the candidates on the State 
ticket give their attention to Cook County 
from this time on, and that Mr. Brucker 
would be more useful in Illinois, where he 
now lives, than in Wisconsin, where he used 
to live. The demand for good speakers and 
good campaign literature is one of the signs 
of the times. The large attendance at the 
Republican meetings is another. Both are 
indications of Republican victory. 

Chairman’ Martin and his active lieutenants 
continue to prepare for the registration next 
Tuesday. .They have men at work in every 
precinct looking up the indifferent voters, no- 
tifying them to be on hand at their respective 
polling-places next Tuesday. There is no 
sparing of printer’s ink. Notices about the 
registration are being scattered broadcast. 
Postal-card notices in the following form will 
be sent out towards the end of this week and 
will be received by most of the voters Monday

PEARL BUTTON INDUSTRY, 


Increase in Factories Under Protection— 
Capital and Labor Employed. 

W. H. Leland of Detroit addressed the 
Commercial and Traveling Men’s Republican 
club at Willard Hall yesterday. His recital 
of the condition of the pearl button industry 
in this country arouse the enthusiasm of the 


big crowd present. He said: 

‘Pearl. button manufacture in this country is a 
fact, not a theory. Before the McKinley bill 
went into effect there were seventeen small facto- 
ries in thé United States. The number of work- 
ers was small and the investment of capital was 
insignificant. In two years the original seventeen 
factories have been increased to nearly 200, and I 
can name one new factory which represents a 
capital of $600,000. Today employment is given 
to 9.500 men and 1,500 girls in the factories. But 
the workers who are benefited are not confined to 
those in the factories. 

If you consider that these factories build their 
machinery in America, have their button cards, 
boxes, -etc., manufactured here, use American 
steel for their tools, and that the thousand and 
one things which they require for manufacturing 
purposes are producedin America, it is safe to 
estimate the number of people deriving their live- 
libood directly or indirectly from the manufact- 
ure of pear] buttons in the United States at not 
less than 16,000, 

The industry has been profitable to the manu- 
facturers. The concernin which I am interested 
started with forty workers. We now employ 450, 
By Jan. 1 the number will have been increased to 
750. Our output today is 3,000 gross daily. In- 
side of sixty days we shall have increased to 5,000 
gross. Our experience is not an individual case, 
The Mills tariff taxed pearl buttons four cents a 
line. The McKinley bill makes the duty 2% and 
25 percent ad valorem. This tariff has enabled 
the establishment of the industry, yet it protects 
the worker in the ratio of 75 to %. That is tosay, 
75 per cent of the tariff is for his benefit. The 
workers derive a sum in wages which amounts in 
one day to more than would be paid a similar 
number in Austria in a week.

Mr. Leland displayed a number of pearl 
shells and described at length the operations 
through which the shell passed until it was 
turned out in the shape of buttons threaded 
on.a card, and proceeded to say: 

American ingenuity has already begun to take a 
hand in the mechanical operation. he first im- 
provement inthe method of manufacture which 
has been made in years an American has just 
completed. The goods themselves have been im- 
proved. The standard qualities turned out by 
factories are W per cent snu- 
the Austrian product and they 
are sold’ 20 per cent cheaper than  he- 
fore the McKinley bill was adopted. 
There were 20,000 workers in pearl buttons in Aus- 
tria prior to the McKinley bill. They were virtu- 
ally pauper laborers living like serfsdo. That 
wise bill has established the pearl button manu- 
facture in this country on a sound, stable basis. 
It is in its very infancy. Phenomenal as has been 
its growth for two years, it is inevitable that it 
should advance at a swifter pace and take its 
place in the front rank of the important indus- 
tries of this country.

-DEDIOATORY PARADE. 


The Line of March in the City ahd the Po. 
sitions at Washington Park Arranged 
with Military Exactness—The Makeup of 
the Civic and the Military Ptocessions— 
Tickets for the Dedication Ceremonies 
Offered for Sale—The Alley L Available 
to Washington Park, 


A program for the World’s Fair dedicatory 
parades wae practically completed yester- 
day and its full outlines made known by 
Gen. Miles. The care taken in the planning 
and preparation of all details for the great 
displays of Oct. 20-21 is shown by the fact 
that Gen. Miles has. had arranged at army 
headquarters blue prints showing the exact 
lines of march of the civic and military pro- 
cessions and of the grand closing review in 
Washington Park just before the formal 
ceremonies of dedication. In the Jatter 
sketch the positions of the President of the 
United States and of ail distinguished officials 
are given, as well as the locations and forma 
tion of the troops. 

The military display Friday, 2ist, will be 
the largest, most complete, and pictnresque 
ever seen in the West. Probably not since 
the war closed have there been massed together 
80 many regular troops as will then parade. 
All arms of the service will be represented in. 
formidable numbers, and to titem will be 
added from 10,000 to 12,000 of the National 
Guards of many States. It will be a memor- 
able martial pageant. 

For the gathering of the regular troovs here 
for the occasion, Gen. Miles has already is- 
sued orders, authority for the same having 
been received from the Secretary of War.

Morethan 1,500 invi- 
tations have been sent out and it is expected 
that all those asked will be present. In 
addition to these invitations 2,500 tickets have 
been printed, and when they are sold the lists 
will absolutely pe ciosed, as only 4,000 people 
will be admitted to the building. The sale of 
these tickets is so rapid that it is expected 
none will be left undisposed of before the 
week closes. 

The Great Civic Parade, 

Thursday, Oct. 20, the great civic parade 
will take place, and Gen. Miles thinks it will 
be a grand opportunity for thé distinguished 
visitors, foreign and native, to see how a great 
modern business city and community can 
array itselfin pomp and glory and marsha) 
its free citizens in. magnificent lines and re- 
splendent order. 

This procession will be fotmed in three 
divisions, the largest coming m the West 
and North Sides. The West Division will 
form on Market street, and, marching up Lake 
to Water street and Michigan avenue, 
will be joined by the North Divis- 
ion, when both will march. to the 
Lake-Front Park. The entire procession will 
then march east on Lake-Front Park, and 
turning to the right will form in lines of 
masses facing Michigan avenue in columns 
of divisions, twenty tiles front in double 
ranks, which will permit 30, men to be 
massed in that park. The rrocession, whe 
fully formed, will move in this order:

TICKETS ARE FOR SALE, 


Admissions to the Dedication Hawked 
Abgut the Streets—Subscribers Suspected. 
Somebody is selling invitation tickets to 

Jackson Park for Dedication day. Postal 
clerks have been accused of tearing open in- 
vitations and extracting the tickets, but the 
Postoffice faspector who was set to work to 
find out whether the clerks were guilty 
marched into Secretary Culp’s office and said 
that he had discovered nothmg wrong with 
the clerks, but that he had fouad tickets. for 
sale by stockholders.

Some days ago when sto@Kholders asked 
that they should be given invitations and tick- 
ets, the Exposition management decided to 
issue one to each subscriber of stock.

TO MOBILIZE NATIONAL GUARDS, * 


Gen. Miles Recommends Additional Appro- 
priations for the World’s Fair Gathering. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Oct. 11.—( Special. |— 

Gen. Miles in his annual report made public 

by the War Department today makes an 

earnest plea for legislation by Congress which 
will enable the War Department to take ad. 
vantage of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
to mobilize a large number of regular and 

State troops in Chicago. In this connection 

he gays: 

** Few of our young officers have ever par- 
ticipated in or even witnessed the movements 
of large bodies of troops, and the benefits to be 
derived from the proposed mobilization are 
so obvious that I will not enlarge upon them. 
It was unanimously resolved by the conven- 
tion of officers of the National Guard held m 
Chicago in October last that an encampment 
of the National Guard of the United States be 
held in Chicago during the summer of 1893. 
From the 5th to the 20th of August was fixed 
as the time for holding the encampment. An 
examination of the meteorological record 
kept by the Post Surgeon at Fort Sheridan 
shows that the selection of this date was ju- 
dicious.”’ 

Last year Gen. Miles recommended 
$850,000 be appropriated for the transporta- 
tion of the troops pro to be concen- 
trated at Chicago. In view of the great im 
portance of the proposed encampment and its 
national character, he now recommends that 
Congress be asked to appropriate $1,500,000, 
to be used under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War for transportation, camp ex- 
penses, field equipments, and other general 
and necessary expenses connected with the en- 
campment. He bases this estimate on the as- 
sumption that there will be 90,000 State 
troops and 10,000 Federal troops concentrated 
at Chicago. This is all that Gen. Miles has to 
say regarding the World’s Fair. 

n connection with the use of bicycles for 
military service Gen. Miles says: 

The experiment was the first of its kind, and 
the results obtained under the most adverse and 
discouraging conditions prove conclusively that 
the bicycle will, in-fature, prove to be a most val- 
uable auxiliary to ae Cqennens, not only 
for courier services, but a for moving Organ- 
ized bodies of men rapidly over the country. : 

Concerning the personnel of his command 
Gen. Miles says the inspection reports from 
all the posts show that the troops are in a good 
state of discipline and efficiency and are prop- 
erly drilled and instructed. No Indian dis- 
turbances have occurred sufficiently serious to 
call for the intervention of troops. The troops 
in the Indian Territory, the General says, have 
been occupied most of the year in removing 


_intruders and cattle from the public lands and 


in preserving order and protecting town sites 
during the settlement of the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservation. In successfully avoid- 
ing serious trouble in the settlement of this 
matter Gen. Miles gives special credit to the 
‘*careful precautions and skillful management 
of Col. James F. Wade, Fifth Cavalry.” © 

Gen. Miles renews his recominendations of 
last year as to the promotion of subordinate 
officers by the lineal system.

BREAK IN WHEAT OAUSES SOME EX- 
‘QITEMENT AT THE OPENING. 


Every One Had Wheat for Sale Except 
Pardridge’s Brokers, and They Took 
2,000,000 Bushels and Left the Market 
to Shift for Itself—The Fun All Over in 
Fifteen Minutes—Speculators Buying 
Up Tickets to the Dedicatory Ceremo- 
nies—Purses Grabbed by Thieves. 


The fun on ’Change was all over in a few 
minutes yesterday. There was an interested 
crowd in the visitors’ gallery some time be- 
fore the opening and the gathering of the 
traders in the pits was closely watched. The 
scurrying about on the floor showed the 
excitement of the speculators, and when 
they got together, as is the custom a 
minute or two before the opening bell 
tapped, they fairly boiled. The boom of the 
big bell was drowned in a roar that went up 
from‘the pits and fairly threatened to crack 
the glass in the skylighs overhead. Every one 
appeared to have wheat for sale except the 
brokers who represented Pardridge, and they 
"were buying it right and left. They took 
2,000,000 bushels or wore for him and then left 
the market to shift for itself. 

As expected prices broke off considerably, 
the government report furnishing the motive 
for the selling. December wheat opened about 
one cent under where it closed Monday night, 
and then with a prediction that the drought 
would be broken followi the statistician’s 

ish figures a further decline of nearly a 
cept followed. The market closed with De- 
cember wheat 1% cents under Monday’s price 
and May wheat just two cents lower.

The excitement was all over in the first fif- 
teen minutes, and from then on to the close 
the market was dull, heavy, and devoid of in- 
terest.

SHORTENS THE PRAYER BOOK. 


Report of the Committee to the Protestant 
Episcopal House of Deputies, 

Bautirmorg, Md., Oct. 11.—In the House of 
Deputies today tne usual committee reports 
were received. The Rev. Dr. Huntingdon of 
New York reported favorably the resolution 
to set apart Western Colorado as a missionary 
Adopted, Joseph Packard of 
Maryland presented- a memorial of the late 
Judge William Stewart, a former lay Deputy. 
Referred. A resolution was presented to di- 
vide Washington into two missionary ju risdic- 
tions. Referred. 

Dr. Hart insisted un continuing the order 
of the day—the presentauwon and coasidera- 
tion of prayer buok changes. , in the forty- 
fourth resolution it was proposed to shorten 
by the omission ot various phrases the man- 
ner of making and ordaining Bishops. The 
resolution was lost. The question was called 
for as soon as the reading of the forty-fifth 
resolution ceased and it was adopted ‘without 
comment. It provides for the insertion of the 
Nicene Creed in the ordaining of priests. 
Resolution 46, regarding the consecration of 
Bishops and the omission of long phrases for 
shorter ones, was carried by'a large vote. The 
forty-seventh resolution was also passed with- 
out debate. It makés such changes in 
the litany and order for the administration of 
the Lord’s Supper as haye been made and 
printed. f 
‘ Resolution 48 provided far the printing of 
the Gloria Patri at the end of Psalm XXIV. 
and No. 49 provides for the ‘omission of the 
words ** performance of” in the prayer at 
consecration of a church og a chapel. | They 
were carried by an almost funanimous vote. 
The fiftieth resolution omits the four rubrics 
after the gospel in thd consecration of 
churches. It was adopted. ; The next resolu- 
tion makes a substitution im the prayer pre- 
ceding the benediction in Same ‘service. It 
was carried. The fifty-secop and last resolu- 
tion changes the printing of the numbers of 
the psalm in Psalter to edimmon numerals, 
and the continuous numbejling of Psalm 119, 
The resolution was adopted; . 

Dr. Huntington, Chairfjan of the joint 
Committee on the StandardPrayer Book, pre- 
sented the report of his co/pmittee. It ig an 
immense volurne and he djclared it was cor- 
rected and revised upto date. In point of 
size Dr. Huntington saidt}t was five pages 
shorter than the old one, Ht then offered reso- 
lutions to the effect that thi®text submitted be 
accepted as the book of co¥mon prayer if the 
House of Bishops concur ihe opinion; also 
that one copy be printed d@ vellum and deliv- 
ered to the proper custodiagg; that 1,000 copies 
of the book be printed, res@rving 0 many for 
the use of the dioceses ang the remainder to 
be disposed of according? to the best judg- 
ment of ‘the committee, Before these were 
adopted Hill Bergwin offered a resolftion 
which threw the House into a: debate which 
lasted until the midday recess. ‘These reso lu- 
tions are intended in brief-to rearrange the 
articles and offices of the prayer book.» 

A general debate followed, with a gharp fire 
between Dr. Huntingdon and the author of 
the resolution. An effort was made to lay the 
paper on the table and to silence its advocate 
on parliamentary technicalities, but he held 
out and gained a vote. The firat of the series 
was taken up and lost by a large vote. Much 
discussion was brought abaqut by the introduc- 
tion of a resolution to translate the prayer- 
book into the Swedish, Portuguese, and other 
languages, Mr. Brown of Long Island, N. 
Y., said there were only two copies of the 
prayer book in Portuguesé in existence, and 
the missionary work in Brazil is greatly ham- 
pered by that fact. 

Dr. Cockrey of Chicago gpoke of the neces- 
sity for a Swedish version for use in that city 
and the contiguous country, A delegate from 
Fond du Lac was in favor of leaving the Por- 
tuguese ta those whom d has given the 
work of converting them fnd looking after 
the unchristian masses of this country. He 
deprecated the good of the Brazilian mission, 
but it was defended by a Virginia deputy.

| SOUVENIR COIN PORTRAIT. 


A REVIEW OF THE LOTTO PICTURE BY 
HENRY HARRISSE. 


He Gives 
Lotto 


In a Letter tothe New York ‘*‘ Sun" 
His Reasons for Not Regarding the 
Portrait As Authentic. 


The following is what Mr. Henry Hatrisse, 
the distinguished author and foremost writer 
and authority on Columbus and early Ameri- 
can history, has to say about the Lotto por- 
trait of Columbus, recommended by the 
World’s Columbian Exposition authorities for 
adoption for the souvenir coin: 

From the New York Sun, April 24, 1892. 

To the Editor of the Sun—Sir:. Having re- 
ceived several letters asking for historiéal in- 
formation relative to a now famous picture 
said to represent the features of Christopher 
Columbus, purchased in Venice, which is at 
present in Chicago, I beg to ask whether you 
could not spare the room in your valuabis pa- 
per for the following remarks: ‘ 

That alleged portrait is held forth in a number 
of printed slips, newspapers, and magazines, as 
the work of the celebrated Venetian artist Lo- 
renzo Lotto, and as having been “ painted from 
life, at Granada, 1n 1502,” which date it is said to 
bear in clear and unmistakable figures. The 
present owner, however, states that “it was 
painted in 1501.” The claim is urged further- 
more in Italian and American periodicals with 
an array of unfounded and audacious assertions 
which call fora ery 

lt is not true that Domenico Pisani was sent to 
Spain as an ambassador from the Venetian Re- 
public *‘ when the discoveries of Columbus be- 
came known in Venice.” 

It is not true that he went chiefly or at all “ for 
the purpose of obtaining information for the use 
of the merchants of Venice concerning the com- 
mercial value, the resources, and products of the 
newly discovered lands, and to obtain maps and 
charts for the benefit of Venetian navigators.” 

Itis not true that Pisani “had a Secretary 
named Giovanni Camerino or Cietrico.”’ 

It is not true that the said Camerino or Cietrico 
** obtained secretly from the discoverer a chart of 
the New World.” 

It is not true that “ Pisani forwarded to his 
government many voluminous reports concerning 
the discoveries of Columbas," ’ 

It is not true that ‘“ Lorenzo Lotto visited 
Spain while Pisani was there and completed 
several important works of art under his patron- 
age.”’

That 
map is not. as we should have supposed, a map of 
his maritime discoveries. Itis a map of - Brazil, 
which he never discovered, or claimed to have 
discovered, or visited at any time, It is not even 
a Spanish map. 

The process by which the forger came toa insert 
a chart of that description is plain enough. He 
astutely inquired which was the oldest map of 
America, is informer. not knowing any bétter, 
showed him the first engraved map of the New 
World, which the falsifier immediately and ¢reed- 
ily copies. 4 

Jnfortunately for himself and for hi#\unso- 
phisticated customer that map happens.to be 
nothing else than the mappamundi constiructed 
by the German, Johannes Ruysch, in 1 and 

ublished with the second issue of the Rome 
tolemy of that year. :

How it 
can contain a map which came only into exist- 
enée six years later and when Columbus had been 
dead and buried is one of those over-astute de- 
vices which rarely fail to betray the hand of the 
italian sharpers-who work with such zest and 
success for the American market, particularly at 
present. | 

In impositions of that kind the supply always 
proves adequate to the demand, and every two or 
three months we now see, miraculously exhumed 
‘patrician collection,’”’ a pretended 
authentic portrait of Columbus, which is at once 
pounced upon by credulous amateurs. Nor can 
any one tell when that iconographic influenza will 
cease to rage from the Adriatic to Lake Michigan. 
Bat if it becomes known in Italy t the afore- 
said map has been shown to demonstrate the fal- 
sity of the Lotto portrait, so called, there is an 
eveo chance that cre long a duplicate will turn u 
about the Rialto. This time, however, in acco 
ance with the well-known practice in such cases, 
this second edition will be duly bereaved of its 
awkward appendance. Yet, it may be that the. 
prospect of a remunerative sale * 
somewhat diminished by our 
triotic”’ dis¢losures, no new | 

ortrait will be deemed worth while fabricating. 

f so, we must expect to see the advocates of the 
VenetoChicago picture manfully throw ifs bogus 
map overboard, then its bogus date, then its.bo- 
gus log-giass, then the volume of Aristotle Colum- 
bus is made to rest upon, then we do pot know 
what else, step by step, gradually as thé demol- 
ishing of all those impudent inventions renders 
such painful abandonment absolutely mgooronry. 
Perhaps the Lotto connoisseurs, still undaunted, 
will cling to the map and claptraps, but fpresent 
these as later complements added by 
da Vinci or Titiau--nay, by Lotto hims¢; 
he had returned from Spain, where, we m% 
to say, the celebrated painter never sef 
all interesting and bald asseverations to’ the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

More yet could be said on the subject: but any 
one at all conversant with the history of; Colum- 
bus and of cartography will consider the above 
facts sufficient to prove the spurious chéfacter of 
that piece of canvas. Withal, it should be stated, 
in justice to the *‘ Lotto portrait of Columbus,’ 
that it is neither better nor worse than any and 
all the other apocryphal daubs and portraits 
which are now being collected in. Italy, in Spain, 
and in the United States by overzealous patriots, 
who do not seem to be aware that they are striv- 
ing to make of history a delusion and a farce!

DECISION FULL OF SOPHISTRY. 


The Executive Committee of the L. A. W. 
Passes on the Boston Case. 

Still the war rages between the Press Cycling 
club of Boston and the Racing Board of the L. A. 
W. Last July three members of the club were 
forbidden to ride in a road race by the referee on 
the ground that Chairman-Raymond of the board 
had so ordered. The club protested, alleging 
that the L. A..W., not taking cognizance of road 
racing, had no jurisdiction. The President, of the 
league in his capacity as Chairman of the Execu- 
tive committee, to which body the protest was 
submitted, now replies that the men were not sus- 
ape from the track as the club seems to think. 

e also states that the three men were not ruled 
out of tne road race, but, declares that the other 
competitors were warned against competing with 
them. .The points of appeal were these: 1, that 
the Racing Board had no jurisdiction over road 
racing ; 2, that it has no right to regulate or con- 
trol it by inflicting penalties for violation of track 
rules; 3, that when the board suspends a man 
from the track and he abstains from racing on 
the track, he has paid the penalty for his offense; 
4, that the board has no control of .cyclists off the 
track, except so far as their conduct shall violate 
the amateur rule; 5, that acyclist by competing 
in an unsanctioned race does not violate the ama- 
teur rule. : 

The Executive committee decided that any 
cyclist competing with asuspended man makes 
himself liaple to the penalty of suspension. The 
committee, on the face of ite decision, is guilty of 
sophistry. It concedes the right, but will not con- 
cede the wrong. The mén were unquestionably 
ruled off the track and their estracised state wasso 
published.

Old Age Creeping on Shows Itselfin Lack- 
Lustre Eyes and Trembling Hands— 
Many Who are Oldin Years are Vigor- 
ousand Healthy—How Such a Condi- 
tion may be Encompassed by AIL 


How many elderly men and worden we see 
who plainly show they are ‘‘going down the 
hilL”’ The trembling hand, the uncertain step, 
the lack of brightness in the eye, the shrunken 
features, all indicate that life is not at high 
tide, that the strength and vital forces are not 
what they once were, and in fact, that they 
are going down the hill. This, of course, is to 
be expected, for when one reaches later years, 
physical troubles are sure to come, but how 
many elderly people we see are healthy, 
happy and comparatively vigorous.

ODIST MINISTERS IN CHICAGO. 


The Rev. 0. E. Murray of the Wabash Ave- 
nue Church Assigned to Morgan Park 
Congregation and the Rev. T. B. Hilton 

“Returned to the Marshfield Avenue 
Church Cause Comment Among the 
Laity — Reasons Assigned for These 
Changes—Other Religious News. 


Those who had been watching the proceed- 
ings of the Rock River conference of the 
Methodist Church at Sterling for the last 
week were surprised when they looked over 
the list of appointments yesterday morning 
and saw that the Rev. O. E. Murray of the 
Wabash Avenue Chirch had been assigned to 
serve the Morgan Park congregation and that 
the Rev. T. B. Hilton had been returned to 
the Marshfield Avénue Church. No one ap- 
parently anticipated that Mr. Murray would 
be disturbed. It 1s said even that it wasa 
thunderbolt out of aclear sky so far as Mr. 
Murray himself was concerned. 

In reference to Mr. Hilton the general im- 
pression was that he would go. The opposi- 
tion to him made this prediction in unquali- 
fied terms and the indications pointed in that 
direction, but at the last moment there was @ 
change. It is understood that he was .re- 
turned principally because a majority of the 
congregation desired it and in the second 
place because Bishop Fitzgerald, who assigned 
Mr. Hilton to the Marshfield Avenue Church 
a year ago, did not wish to appear inconsist- 
ent. The whole opposition seemed to have 
been created because Mr. Hilton was not orig- 
inally recommended to Bishop. Fitzgerald by 
Presiding Elder Burns. There were 130 mem- 
bers out of a membership of 160 who wanted 


him returned. 

The list of appointments contains few 
changes of note. The Rev. S. William Faw- 
cett was returned tothe Clark street church, 
J. M. Caldwell to South Park avenue, P ; 
Swift to Oakland, F. M. Bristol to Trinity, H. 
Swirtzer to Monee, H. W. Bolton to the Cen- 
tenary, R. S. Martin to Grace, J. H. Ladd to 


Epworth, and N. H. Axtell to Wesley. 


The Rev. Alfred Henry of the Leavitt street 
church was sent to Peotone, and it is said 
there is some feeling over this change. Mr. 
Henry has been peeemdiyt | b perce pete in dis- 
cussing Sunday closing questions relating 
to the labor movement, and it is hinted he 
was sent to the country to prevent his at- 
tracting so much attention. His friends 
claim that politics had comes to ado with 
it, as he is astrong Democrat. is case is 
about the same as that of Mr. Murray, with 
the exception that the latter is a Republican.

There was a committee at Sterl 
from the Janesville congregation that wanted | 
him, but-when the opposition in the Wesley 
congregation withdrew it was decided to re- 
turn him to his old charge. 

Probably the most prominent change in the 
country was the assigning of Dr. A. W. Patton 
tu Joliet. Hehas recently returned from a 
year’s absence abroad. His last appointment 
was at Aurora. He formerly served Evans- 
ton. The Rev. O. F.. Matteson, who was at 
Joliet, was sent to Wheaton.

Father Muldoon of the Cathedral of the 
Holy Name was emphatic in referring to the 
action of the Rock River Conference in de- 
nouncing the Romon Catholic Church.

REVOLUTIONARY ARMY REGISTER, 


Valuable Historical Compilation Made by 
a War Department Clerk. 


Wasuineoron, D. C., Oct. 11.—[{Special.1— 
A valuable work to historians has just been 
completed by Francis B. Heitman, one of the 
oldest clerks in the War Department. It is 
a register of all the officers of the Continental 
army, compiled from the Revolutionary rec 
ords in the possession of the government. It 
includes the names and military service of all 
the officers commissioned in the Continental 
army, together with a number of militia offi- 
cers who are mentioned prominently. In his 
search Mr. Heitman found the most important 
Revolutionary records in the State Depart- 
ment, where he was given access to the per- 
sonal papers of Gen. Washington, his orders 
and letters, rolls, regimental! returns, list of 
officers, commissions, and casualty lists. In 
the Pension Office he found 200 volumes’ of 
old muster roils, miscellaneous papers, 
and individual papers of applicants for 
lands or pensions. In the Treasury Depart- 
ment he unearthed a number of papers relat- 
ing to payments, depredation pay accounts, 
transfers of funds, disbursements, and a few 
rolls of militia. organizations. He has suc- 
ceeded in tracing the military service of pine- 
tenths, if not all the officers of the Géntinental 
army. Their dilapidated condition prom pted 
Conyress last winter to authorize the transfer 
of all the Revolutionary records from the 
Treasury and Iaterior Departments to the War 
Department for preservation and indexing. 
The State Department has also begun index- 
ing the valuable old records in that depart- 
ment. Mr. Heitman has suggested and the 
War Department officials will probably join in 
the recommendation that all these Revolution- 
ary records be arranged, published, anc dis- 


tributed throughout the country on a similar’ 


plan to that. pursued in the case of the records 
of the War of the Rebellion. No decision nas 


/ yet been reached in regard to the pu blication 


of Mr. Heitman’s new register. The War De- 
partment wiil publish it if it can find means 


to do 80.

WARE DISCOURAGED. 


HE SAYS OREMATORIES EVERY- 
WHERE MEET OPPOSITION. 


Only One Has Yet Been Erected in the City 


and It Can Consume but a Small Part, 


of the Garbage Cullected—Hindrance 
Met in the Council—First Issue of Drain- 
age Bonds Sold to Blair & Co.—Argu- 
ments inthe Gilbert Dieting Case Heard 
—~Other Municipal News. 

“T am disgusted and becoming. dis- 
heartened,” said Health Commissioner Ware 
yesterday. “I believe that cremation of 
garbage is the best, if not the only safe and 
sanitary method of disposing of the filth and 
refuse, and yet every step we take in that 
direction is blocked »by some folly or selfish 
inferest.”” A portion of the last remark was 
evidently intended for the Council. 

July 18 last the Council passed an ordinance 
empowering the Mayor, Commussioner of 
Health, and the Finance committee to make 
arrangements for the constructioo’ and main- 
tenance of garbage cremators in different 


sections of the city, and for that purpose 


$75,000 was sect aside. Every owner of such a 
consumer was privileged t» put one up for 
testing. So far only one furnace has been 
erected, that of Heavey on Twelfth street,near 
the river. That has been doing excellent work, 
but of the hundreds of tons of garbage daily 
collected in the city it has never consumed 
more than seventy tons daily. , 

The Chae company, owners of anothe 
garbage furnace, long since accepted the con- 
ditions of the city, but as yet it has done noth- 
ing in the way of cremation. This, +t appears, 
ia not the owners’ fault. «They started to 
build a furnace at Carroll and San Francisco 
avenues, but there was such a protest in the 
neighborhood that they had to suspend opera- 
tions. They then applied to the city for 
ground belonging to it, and the foot of Black- 
hawk street on the river bank was selected. 
Dr. Ware considered the spot an ideal one: for 
a garbage furnace and Controller May, as 
custodian of the city property, gave permis- 
sion for its use. 

Monday morning the Cline people started 
in to erect their crematory, but from the tan- 
nery and the distillery near by came protests, 
saying it would bea nuisance. Mr. Greene- 
baum of the distiliery said he would get out 
an injunction. Dr. Ware told him thata 
crematory could not pussibly be more ofa 
nuisance than a tannery and distillery 
about to be turned into -a_ vinegar 
factory, and that besides the crema- 
tory company was under bonds to prevent 
the establishment from becoming a nuisance. 
Mr. Greenebaum “bethought hii,” as a 
health officer expressed it, *‘of the stupidity 
and carelessness of the Council, and Monday 
night had an order carried through the Coun- 


cil prohibiting as a nuisance the building of 


the crematory.’’ Ald. Stanley Kunz was the 
father of the order, and the Aldermen in pass- 
ing it nullified thereby their action of July 18. 

‘esterday some of then comprehended for 
the first time what they had done and ex- 
pressed themselves as indignant at the trick 
played upon them. Ald. McGilien, Chairman 
of the Finance committee, told Commissioner 
Ware that he would see that the order should 
be reconsidered at the next meeting of the 
Council. 

The apathy to public cleanliness on the part 
of the people of Chicago is something astound- 
ing, Dr. Ware thinks. His. department has 
tried to enforce the ordinance, but everywhere 
opposition is met, and oftener from the rich 
than the poor. “ The hardest fight we have,” 
said the doctor, “ is to keep from being un- 
done what we have legally done.”’ 

Yesterday a young man named Poor called 
on Commissioner Ware and wanted permis- 
sion to erect a cretmatory, which, he said, 
would cunsume five tons of garbage in half 
an hour. The Commissioner told him the 
field was open. 


ISSUE OF DRAINAGE BONDS SOLD, 


Blair & Co. of New York Get Them at 1 1-2 
Per Cent Premium, 

The Finance committee of the Drainage 
Board yesterday decided to sell $2,000,000 
worth of bonds to Blair & Co. of New York at 
a premium of 14 percent. This is the entire 
first issue of Sanitary District bonds.

Getting to the Fair Oct. 21. 

CnicaGco, Oct. 11.—[ Editor of The Tribune, ]—I 
would like to say a word through your columns 
upon the subject of “none but invited guests be- 
ing admitted tothe World’s Fair grounds when 
the dedication exercises are held there next Fri- 
day.”’ I venture to say, first, that this World’s 
Fair, ae a great vational affair, no discrimina- 
tion should be shown as regards the general pub- 
lic. [But will not be ready to be opened to the 
general public for nearly seven months yet.} All 
should be treated alike, yey will be when the 
Fair opens next spring.] Invited guests from 
abroad and stockholders, of course, have a pref- 
erence, and seats should be reserved for these, 
but aside from this there should be no preference 
stiown in the admission, [But these will number 
more than  100,000.] “First come first 
served’’ is the order in this coun- 
try. My. neighbor has as good a right 
to be present as I, and no one in a matter 
of this kind has the authority to say to 
the contrary; hence say that restricting 
the admission to the World’s Fair grounds on the 
day of the dedication to an invited few [Are 100,- 
000 a few?) is not only unwarftanted but is as un- 
American as itis undemocratic. The advocates 
of limitation claim that uniess restrictions be re- 
sorted to invited guests from outside of the city 
would not be able to get within gunshot of the 
place where the exercises are to be held; but 
where is our police? [How will the police discrim- 
inate between the 100,000 invited and a quarter of 
a million uninvited?] This is hot the first or the 
only occasion where there has been a crowd. [No 
such crowd was evér seenin Chicago.} The ad- 
vocatesof limitation also claim that unless re- 
striction be resorted to there would besuch a 
pressure upon the means of conveyance that these 
invited guests from outside of the city would not 
be able to reach the Fair grounds. But how is 
restriction going to help matters? Onthat day 
there will, under apy circumstances, 100,000 
to 200,000 people go to the Fair grounds over and 
above the capacity of the Manufactures Build- 
ing, restriction or no restriction. [Not if it is un- 
derstood that they are not to enter the grounds. | 
If 7,500 be the limit of tie Illinois Central carry- 
ing capacity {In its present crippled condition }, 
this limit will be taxed whether its patrons are 
allowed admission or not. Now, let me, though 
a very humble member of this community, suggest 
to the World’s Fair management how this matter 
can be got along with. 

Instead of 7.500 being'the limit of the Illinois 
Central’s capacity; let it borrow cars, and en- 
gines too, if necessary [who from?]| on that day, 
and run cars upon every track [half its tracks 
can't be used at that time]—run a train every two 
(?] minutes during the day [trains can’t be lead: 
ed and emptied in two minutes}, carrying 1,000 
passengers each, j; That would require ten cars

WEST SIDE IS STRONG. 


SHARP ADVANGE MADE BY THE 
STREET RAILWAY STOOK. 


The Stock Market Broad and Buoyant— 
The Government Report and Prospects 
of a Break of the Drought Brivg About 
Lower Prices in the Leading Markets— 
Wheat and Corn Suffer the Most, While 
Provisions Are Irregular—Financial and 
Commercial News from Other Centers. 


History is repeating itself in the stock market. 
West Side stock was active and exceedingly 
strong yesterday, and the cause of the strength 
was much the same as when the stock started up 
from 200 some time ago. Yesterday’s quotations 
advanced five points, but the advance was not on 
buying by the insiders, and was not apparently in 
accordance witli their views. The public has got 
the idea that the stock is going up, and room 
traders and others are inclined to take advantage, 
of the prospective rise. Then there were some 
shorts more or less worried about the situation, 
and they helped on the advance. In the after- 
noon the market grew decidedly excited, but the 
advance was checked by Philadelphia selling. The 
intimation was that prices had gone up too rapidly 
to snit the Philadelphians, and they decided to 
put on brakes. It is quite possible, however, that 
their action had a deeper signiticance than that. 
There were some indications that pointed to the 
suggestion that they were manipulating the mar- 
ket to encourage further short selling. If that 
was the case they were probably successful in 
some degree, for it appeared that there was some 
further short stock put out. The market at the 
close reacted to 205% regular and 207 for the ac- 
count. This was a decline of 14 points from the 
highest. Notwithstanding the reaction the crowd 
is still decidedly builish, and the belief is pretty 

eneral that much higher prices will be seen 

ore the close of the account. 

There wae the busis for some heavy trading if 
any one had cared to operate extensively. Jamie- 
son early in the day bid 204 for ary part of 1,000 
shares, and later Pardridge offere L 000 at 208. 
Jamieson’s selling in = afternoon amounted to 
about 450 shares; the Fest of the trading was well 
distributed. 

North Side stock is less active and seems to be 
under none of the influences that are the chief 
factors in West Side fluctuations. The market 
yesterday was st rong, opening at 255 and closing 
at an advance of \. 

It was an unusually broad and active market 
outside of the street railway securities. About 
all the active stocks were traded in more or less 
and mostof them were buoyant. Strawbdoard 
was particularly strong. advancing to 30 for the 
account, but reacting again to 79. The strength 
of the market leads to the general belief that all 
hostilities in the Strawboard field had been ad- 
justed, but there is no definite information to be 

ad of that character. Calumet Dock was con- 
siderably stronger and quite active. The stock 
sold up to 7144 for the account. There was no 

gossip affecting the market, however. 
— Stable Car stock was firm at 31.+ 

The brewery stocks continue firm, but they 
make no advances of note. A morning paper yes- 
terday printed what purported to be a summary 
of the annual statement for the year,ending Sept. 

30, which showed a net surplus applicable to 
dividends on the common stock of only $10,000 for 
Chicago Brewing and Malting and $30,000 for Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee breweries. The statement 
is in no respect authentic. The English account- 
ant; whois to make up these reports, arrived 
here only Monday. Upto the present time he 
has only gone through the accounts of two of the 
individual companies making up the Brewing 
and Malting company. There hus been no group- 
ing of figures yet, even in a preliminary way, and 
the published statement is pronounced by offi- 
cials of the companies to be an utterly fictitious 
one 
The bond trade was less active yesterday. The 
markets presented the curious.spectacle of Gas 
stock seHing higher than Gas bonds, although 
both pay the same rate percent of jncome.

The market for South Side Elevated bonds is 
heavy. There has been no transaction for several 
days, however. The heaviness represents the dis- 
appointment of the bondholders over learning the 
limit of the lien of their mortgage, and 
of the proposed further issue of 
first mortgage bonds. They are bracing them 
selves up, however, with the conclusion that they 
hold the key to the situation by owning the 
bonds of the trunk line, and that no matter how 
many bonds may be issued-on branch linés they 
would. in the event of any possible foreclosure 
and reor anization, be in a position to dictate 
terms. There are people pessimistic enough to 
believe that this road will fail to earn the inter- 
est on its bonds and that the matter may come to 
a foreclosure. If that view should be correct the 
position of the bondholders will probably nut be 
a pleasant one, fur the road does not represent a 
cash outiay equal tothe face of the bonds. but 
there really seems little reason for looking for- 
ward to any such a contingency. The road is to- 
day averaging something over 30,000 passengers 
daily. That is certain to increase in a rapid pro- 
portion as the road-is extended furtnersouth. If 
the plan under which the contemplated issue of 
000 new bonds is carried out there will be 
another feeder running into the Engiewood dis- 
trict which will draw a great amount of traffic 
from a section now most inedequately served by 
railway transportation. The prospects then, with- 
out taking by any means the sanguine view that 
some of the projectors hold, are that the road will 
be able easily’ to earn its interest after 
it is once fairly on _ its feet. If a 
down-town loop is obtained the prospects 
will be decidedly brighter. lt is now said that 
Mr. Marshall Field has been enlisted-in the cause 
of the company, and his influence is to be thrown 
in the direction of obtaining the consent. of 
property-holders for a State street loop. Of, per- 
haps, quite as much importance as any of these 
considerations, however, is the ownership of the 
controlling interest of the enterprise by the City 
railway company. Unless the situation should 
become greatly different from what itis now the 
City railway could notin reason aliow any de-

Since our own goid export ceased the country 
last mentioned as been entire! successful 
in drawing gold from Berlin. Recent Vienna letters 
in the London newspapers have explained the ma- 
chinery of this traneaction. Encouraged by the 
promise ofa restored gold standard in Austria, Ger- 
man investors have been buying Austrian bonds of 
all descriptions. and German gold has been sent to 
foot the bill. This, it will be observed.is an exact 
counterpart of the financial movement attending 
our own specie resumption in 1879. The situation, fur- 
thermore. explains the recent course of tbe Kuropean 
bunks. The heavy accumulation of gold in London. 
Paris, and Berlin was undertaken p.ecisely in view 
of the present exigencies. Their resources of specie 
being thus well concentrated it is likely that the sea- 
son's transfer of gold. whetherto Vienna or to New 
York. will be accomplished without friction or finan- 
cial disturbance. Presumably the reserves of the 
continental banks will be drawn down again to a 
normal level,and the money rates in ex nsequence 
advanced to a normal ievel. In other words, the 
world’s equilibrium will be restored. The whole 
episode is a most satisfactory and conclusive answer 
tu theorists who have been complaining that the 
worid no longer contains gold enough to satisfy ite 
financial needs.
